Tech Defeats Georgia 
With Lone Air Tally —

They said it was a seven- point ball game and that’s exact- 


ly what it was. 

Georgia Tech capitalized on an 
intercepted pass by End Jimmy 
Castieberry late in the third period 
te score a touchdown and com 
plete its finest football season 
since 1928 by defeating Georgia. 
70, Saturday befcre a nerve 
wracked crowd of 38.000 at Grant 
Field. 

Tt was in 1928 that the Techs 
were undefeated and followed up 
with a Rose Bow! triumph. Thev 
will have their chance this time 
@gainst Kansas in the Orange 
Bow! on New Year's Day. 

Take away Tech's touchdown 
end it was a nothing to nothing 
tie. That's the kind of ball game 
ft was. Neither team seriously 
threatened the other's goal line. 
with that lone exception, and play 
Was spirited and terrific on both 
gides 

In fact. considerable doubt exists 
ff the historic turf out at Grant 
Field ever felt such mighty blows 
@nd collisions as were ctruck out 
there by the big Blue line of Tech 
and the big Reds of Georgia. 

Line play on both sides was 
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magnificent. Tackling was slash- 
ing and, at times, harsh. Although 
penalties hurt both teams on vari- 
ous occasions, the battle never 
once gave indications of getting 
out of hand and when it was over, 
members of both teams met in 
midfield with congratulations and 
condolences, 

This Georgia Tech team was 
spirited and well prepared for the 
game. Coach Bobby Dodd's boys, 
stymied in the first half on the 
ground by an equally well-pre- 
pared Georgia defense, came out 
after intermission and had a little 
the best of it, dominating play 
enough to keep the ball away from 
ever- dangerous John Rauch and 
his zipping passes. 

The keynote of the Tech team 
was alertness and one moment of 
this was enough to win the game. 
Castleberry leaped high into the 
air to intercept Rauch’s short pass 
intended for Capt. Dan Edwards 
on the Georgia 27-yard line. Jimmy 
bulled his way to the Bulldog 13 
before tripping over one of his 
own blockers. 

On first down from this point, 
Jimmy Petit tried a running pass 
intended for George Brodnax in 
the end zone. He was rushed and 
the ball was “way wide and out 
of the field of play.” 

Then it happened. Jim South- 
ard handed the ball off to Red 
Patton, the Freshman who won 
the Navy game with a touchdown 
pass in the fourth quarter. Big 
Red came through again. He start- 
ed as if to run end, then stopped 
and fired towards Brodnax in the 
end zone. Brodnax, who previ- 
ously had crossed in front of the 
other end, Castleberry, 
the perfect pass from Patton for 
the touchdown. 

The ball had to be thrown per- 
fectiy because Brodnax wasn't at

NEW YORK, Nov. 298—i#”)—The 
“Soviet-American” plan to parti- 
tion Palestine was finally a> 
proved with a seven-vote margin 
over the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority in the United Nations As 
sembly late Saturday. The siz 
Arab countries then walked out of 
the Assembly chamber in protest, 
refusing. to be bound by the UN 
decision. 

The final vote was 33 to 13. 

A two-thirds vote of those dele 
gates present and voting was re 
quired. The plan thus cleared the 
Assembly hurdle with a safe 
margin, Ten nations abstained and 
Siam was absent, 

Assembly President Oswalde 
Aranha of Brazill named Bolivia, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Paname 
and the Philippines to a five-nation 
commission which would su 
vise the creation of separate Jew- 
ish and Arabic countries in the 
lioly Land by next Oct. L. 

The final vote was taken after 
the Arabs backed down from their 
adamant stand against any Jewish 
political foothold in Palestine and 
proposed creation of a federal gov- 


‘ernment composed of Jewish and 


Arab states. The Arabs said their

Emir Adel Arslan, of Syria, told 
the Assembly after the vote that 
the charter “is dead.” 

“Not of a natural death,” 
added. “It was murdered.” 

“All consequences will 
your heads, not on ours.” 

Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, Chair- 
man of the American section of 
the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine, hailed the 
action to partition as a “turning 
point in Jewish history.” 

Sir Alexander Cadovan, of 
Britain, whose delegation has 
shown some evidence of pessimism

Nears Work in Realm of Fantasy 


Tech is putting final 
touches on a laboratory where 
scientists will probe one of the 
rnost fantastic fields in the realms 
of science. 

This laboratory wonderland is 
located on the second floor of the 
new Research Building Annex 
where Dr. Waldemar T. Ziegler, 
37-year-old Associate Professor, 
will investigate what happens to 
matter close to absolute zero.

noture. Here, at least one liquid, 
a form of helium, flows uphill. A

At a very Tow’ temperature, 
helium also develops unusual 
pentrating qualities, flowing freely 
tnrough tiny cracks which can- 
not be seen under a microscope. 

The United States Navy is very 
much interested in what happens 
in the land of blistering cold for 
two reasons. It is financing Tech's 
investigations and those of 15 
other laboratories because of pos- 
sible development of war weapons 
and because such research pro- 
duces scientists, key figures in any 
future war.

President Truman’s top military 
aide said Saturday the Chief Ex- 
ecutive has asked the Armed Serv- 
ices to investigate the promotion 
records of 28,000 wartime officers 
who have been retired on tax-free 
disability pay. 

Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan, 
the military aide, told a reporter 
aboard the President's special 
train en route from Washington to 
the Army-Navy football game here 
that Mr. Truman was determined 
to “wipe out any possible racket” 
in tax-free disability retirement 
pay. 

Mr. Truman called on Secretary 
of Defense Forrestal a few days 
ago for records of all officers of 
World War II receiving tax-free 
disability retirement pay since the 
end of World War II.

Democrats See 1948 Victory 
For Truman, Party in Senate 


By D. HAROLD OLIVER 


publicans and 14 Democrats, with 
190 of the Democratic incumbents 
come from the traditionally Demo- 
cratic South. 

This limits the Republican oppo 
sition campaign, more or less, to 
the four other Democratic seats 
Colorado (Johnson), Montana 
(Murray), New Mexico (Hatch), 
and Rhode Island (Green). 

In other words, unless the GOP 
could show signs of a landslide, 
that might overrun into Dixie, its 
drive for senatorial upsets would 
be narrowed to three Western and 
one Eastern State. (Colorado's 
Johnson has said he will not run 
again, but he might be prevailed 
on to reconsider.) 

On the other hand, the Demo- 
crats need only four overturns of 
Republican seats to recapture Sen 
ate control. And they have a much 
higger target to shoot at: Six Re 
publican seats in the East, seven 
in the Midwest, three in the Far 
West, and one each in Kentucky 
and Oklahoma. (Senators Moore, 
Oklahoma. and White, Maine. have 
announced they will not seek re- 
election.) 

The House situation is different 
There, the Republicans now have 
245 members as against 188 Demo 
crats, one American Labor and 
one vacancy. To capture control 
there, the Democrats would have 
to retain present strength and 
win 30 Republican districts.

CHATTAHOOCHEE, Fla.—( UP) 
Construction of a 6,000-foot dam, 
first link in a $73,000,000 project 
to harness the Apalachicole River 
and its tributaries, is in progress 
near Chattahoochee.

The Jim Woodruff dam, named 
for a Columbus, Ga., radio execu- 
tive, will be at the confluence of 
the Flint and Chattahoochee riv- 
ers. Its east end will meet the river 
bank at the Georgia-Florida line 
and its west end rest on Jackson 
County, Fla. 

With its crest 79 feet above the 
river bed, the dam will impound 
an area of 53,000 acres with water 
backed up the Flint to a point 18 
miles above Bainbridge, Ga., and 
up the Chattahooche 47 miles to 
Columbia, Ala... where another 
dam is proposed. Eventually, it is 
hoped the project will run all the 
way to Atlanta, Ga. 

There 10,000 kilowatt electric 
generators would be installed to 
provide cheap power for the area. 

The complete plan for the river 
system calls for a nine-foot chan- 
nel from Apalachicola, at the river 
mouth. to Columbus, Ga., and a 
six-foot channel on the Flint from 
Chattahoochee to Albany.

Dr. Peck doesn’t even pretend to 
think most veterans helped by the 
Clinics are “cured.” Very few 
‘mental conditions are completely 
alleviated. But the Clinic does aid 
‘mentally-distressed veterans when 
ithey need it most; it saves many) 
from 
‘wrecked lives. 

It helps others by lightening 
their mental burdens — burdens 
very real to those who bear them. 
During his 18 months with the 
Clinic, Dr. Peck reported conclu- 
sively that, despite the popular 
conception, malingering is usually 
very rare. 

That should, he believes, refute 
the popular opinion that there is 
really nothing wrong with a neu- 
rotic veteran.

Owen explained that the Veter- 
ans’ Administration was author- 
ized to foot the bill only for serv- 
ice-contacted disabilities. In this 
youth's case, not all of his bad 
teeth were bad on account of the 
war. 

This case serves to illustrate 
just what the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration is up against. There's a 
fine shade of difference between 
disabilities caused by war and 
those that servicemen would have 
had even if they had never worn 
a uniform. Sometimes, Gl-Joe is 
hard to convince. 

Target of more brickbats, ner- 
haps, than any other organization 
in the world, the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration gets most of these for 
going out of its way to benefit the 
serviceman. For example: 
MEDICAL OBLIGATION 

In the field of medicine, the 
Veterans’ Administration is direct- 
ed, under the terms of its appro- 
priation, to care for all service- 
connected disabilities. In other 
words, if you are in need of medi- 
cal care, whether it be hospitali- 
zation or otherwise, and this need 
is the result of your military serv- 
ice, the VA must look after you. 

This the organization is doing. 
All such cases are being cared for 
in Georgia. However, the VA is 
permitted under terms of the law 
to care for as many non-service 
cases as hospital beds and facili- 
ties will permit, The Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration is doing a good deal 
of this type of work in Georgia. 
ORIGIN OF GRIPES 

It is not caring for it all, how- 
ever, and here is where most vet- 
erans’ gripes originate. Because 
some veterans are being cared for 
even though their ailments did not 
arise from military service, there 
has arisen the impression that ap- 
propriations have been made to 
look after all such cases. 

Education is another maior ben- 
efit which the Congress has au- 
thorized for the veteran. In Geor- 
gia, according to VA _ records. 
every veteran who enrolled for 
training under this program i« re- 
ceiving it and getting paid for it. 
There, of course, is a small back 
log of applicants, but the backlog 
is never more than can be over-

much money as necessary. Con- 
gress would then pass a deficiency 
appropriation bill to care for over- 
expenditures. Today, the organiza- 
tion works on a budgetary basis. 
And all veterans’ needs can’t be 
anticipated a year in advance.

Finally Aug. 23, 1944, Mihai 
took part in a dramatic coup 
d’etat which overthrew Marshal 
Ion Antonescu, the Romanian dic- 
tator and friend of the Axis. He 
summoned Antonescu to his pal- 
ace and told him to make an arm- 
istice or resign. The Marshal, 
white-faced with fury, refused, Mi- 
hai stepped on a pushbutton and 
his soldiers closed in. They forced 
Antonescu, at pistol point, up the 
Stairs and into a fireproof vault 
where King Carol had kept his 
stamp collection, slammed home 
the bolts and locked him in. 

After that events unrolled like 
a fast-moving film. Antonescu’s 
collaborators were imprisoned, the 
King formed a new government, 
declared the alliance with Ger- 
many ended, surrendered to Rus- 
sia and Russia’s allies and ordered 
his army to fight the Germans. As 
a result the Germans strafed his 
palace in one of the most ruthless 
air attacks of all time, but Mihai 
escaped unharmed. 

On Sept. 1 the Russians entered 
Bucharest and Mihai's throne was 
subject to their pleasure. At first 
he refused to deal with a govern- 
ment installed by Soviet Russia. 
The United States and Great Brit- 
ain had told him they did not con- 
sider it democratic and advised 
him to dismiss it. He did so — and 
Russia ordered the government to 
remain. 

Mihai refused to see the gov- 
ernment and retired to his Mt. 
Sinal palace awaiting American 
and British intervention.

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Anti-Semitism 
Reported Rife 
In Germany 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 298-—(UP) 
Rabbi J. G.» Heller, of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, reported to Army Secretary 
Kenneth C. Royall Saturday night 
that anti-Semitism was still rife 
in Germany and that Nazism had 
mot been eradicated. 

The Army made public a re 
port written by Heller following 
@ 35-day tour of Army and Mili- 
tary Government activities in Eu- 
rope ending last July 28. 

“One high official told us that, 
if the occupying armies were now 
to be withdrawn, Nazism would 
be in the saddie in Germany in 
two years,” Heller said. 

BLOGAN ON WALLS 

“The vice-rector of the Univer- 
sity of Heidelberg admitted that, 
despite all efforts, there was still 
an appreciable percentage of 
Nazis among the students of the 
University.” 

He said anti-Semitic slogans are 
@halked upon the walls in Ger- 
Many and whispered by passers-by

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Child Feeding Respect Kids’ Appetites, 
Expert Advises Parents 


Tips Explode

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29—(4)— 
Relieve it or not, ice cream ranks 
only. No. 4 on the dietary hit pa- 
rade of kids under five. 

Given a free choice of diet, says 
Dr. Harry Bakwin, of the Pediat- 
rice Department, New York Uni- 
versity College of Medicine, young 
children rate foods in this order: 

One, meat: two, butter; three, 
fruits; four, ice cream; five, 
milk. 

Their attitude toward vegeta- 
bles “differs just as does adults’,” 
he says, and “raw vegetables are 
often preferred. ... Cereal is the 
fnod most often refused and it 
mav be safely omitted from the 
diet.” 

Rakwin § discusses 
means of dealing with 
“nnor appetite” in pre-school 
voungsters in an article in the 
Journal! of Pediatrics. Parents fre- 
quentiy complain about such a 
situation, although sometimes they 
themselves are at fault. 

One of his hot tips to parents: 

“There should be no insistence

During this time, a 
healthy infant has appetite

But between five the 
child has an annual average 
weight gain of only about five 
pounds, Hence, corresponding to 
the relatively slow weight gain, 
there’s a smaller appetite. Bak-

5. Entertainment at mealtime 
is “generally overdone.” Hence, 
don’t ge into “excessive anties 
to entice a child te eat.” 

But remember, at the same 
time, that eating is a social func. 
tion to a large extent. A certain 
amount of entertainment during 
“mealtime “is probably desirable 
for children.”

On the emotional side, Bak- 
win says, “an unhappy child, 
like an unhappy adult, is likely 
to eat less (sometimes more) 
than a normal one. Any dis- 
turbance in the emotional life 
of the child may present itself 
as an eating problem. ...The 
parents may be indifferent to- 
ward the child or ... the child 
may be resentful because of 
preference for another sibling 
(brother or sister).” 

As a sign of emotional disturb. 
ance? Bakwin says some “nerv- 
ous” people take to frequent 
just as others 
do a lot of smoking. 

How about tonics and vitamins 
as aids to spruce up appetites. 

“Tonics and vitamin supple- 
ments to increase appetite 
should be discouraged,” the 
pediatrician says. 

“They are not only unneces- 
Sary, but they tend to divert 
parental attention away from 
the real mechanisms underlying 
the eating difficulty.” 

One other tip: 

Excessive quantities of milk 
should be avoided: A quart is 
Maximum, a pint adequate.

Most beautiful of the ‘Glades 
bird family is the boseate spoon 
bill, virtually extinct in other sec- 
tions of the country but staging a 
comeback in Florida under Fed- 
eral protection. 

Unusual forms of animal life in- 
clude the only specimen of the 
North American crocodile living 
within the United States: an abun- 
dance of alligators, and the Ever- 
glades black bears. Panthers and 
wildecats are found in fairly large 
numbers. 

The park now ranks as the 
eighth largest of the National park 
chain.

WORLD'S BIGGEST MULE MARKET: ATLANTA 


Tractor Farms, Notwithstanding, | 
The Hay-Burner Is With Us Yet . 


This may be the age of mecha- 
nized farming, but that old relia- 
ble beast of burden, the mule, is 
with us yet, tilling the fields of 
the Southland and hauling the 
crops to the barns. 

Any idea you may have that the 
mule is vanishing from the Amer- 
tcan scene can be dispelled quickly 
by a visit any Monday to Atlan- 
ta’s stockyard area on Brady Ave 
nue, N. W., where two huge auc- 
tion sales are in progress, making 
this city probably the largest mule 
market in the world. 

Here each week in the barns of 
the Ragsdale-Lawhon Commission 
Company and the new Atlanta 
Commission Company more than 
1,000 of the sturdy, long-eared ani- 
mals are sold each week. They 
come from Tennessee, Kentucky 
and from the plains of the Mid- 
west. They are bought by live- 
tock dealers from all over the 
Southeast who flock here by 
scores to attend the auctions.

to make them step lively as the 
beasts were led to and fro. High 
on a pedestal, the auctioneer 
chanted his staccato appeal for the 
buyers to raise their bids. 
Huge cattle auctions are 
ducted at Ragsdale-Lawhon 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
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The dealers take them back to | 


the small towns where the mules 
are resold to farmers who either 
have no tractors or are cultivating 
land where mules are more suita- 
ble. 

The Ragsdale-Lawhon Company 
has been conducting sales every 
Monday the year around for the 
past decade, selling between 350 
ana 500 mules at each auction. 
The opening of the new sales barn 
of the Atlanta Commission Com- 
pany will serve greatly to increase 
the size of Atlanta’s mule market, 
putting Atlanta ahead of Memphis. 

Henry Chamberlain, President 
of the Atlanta Commission Com- 
pany, had three auctioneers work- 
ing in shifts when he opened his 
place. 

Several hundred spectators oc- 
cupied grandstand seats at the 
arena-like auction ring. Scores of 
buyers were down on the sawdust 
floor where Negro handlers led 
the mules in with a rush.

All this is working up to a point. 

So many people have urged folks to “Come out of the 
kitchen” that everybody has gone out and left the little 
woman, and like as not she’s untying her apron string her- 
self with the idea of escaping as soon as possible. 

My dream kitchen would change all that. It isn’t new 
at all, so architects won't need to get out their drafting 
boards.

Grow Well in Shady Places 


By ELBRIDGE FREEBORN 


Gardeners are often confronted 
mental materials in shady places.

The situation might be caused by 


large trees which offer competition by heavy mats of root growth 


considerable moisture. Other sec- 
of the garden might be 
shaded by buildings or tall grow- 
ing border plants that would not 
necessarily offer competition in 
the same sense as trees would. 


It is reasonable to believe that 
most of the heavy flowering types 
of shrubs require a greater amount 
of sunshine for their best flower- 
ing habit, but there are some 
flowering types that will flower 
well in shaded situations. 


In listing plant material for the 
shady garden it might be better to 
break down the list to the density 
of the shade required by each 
group of plants. For instance, 
there are some plants that will not 
only stand heavy shade but will 
grow in competition with tree 
roots. 

In this list could be included 
the common and popular azalea 
which gives so much brilliant 
color in the Spring time of the 
year. Practically all members of 
the Ilex or holly family as de 
scribed in last week’s article will 
tolerate considerable shade, and 
the common American holly, Ilex 
Opaca, will grow well in competi- 
tion with other treeg. The Kalmia 
and Rhododendron, two of. our 
native plants in the mountainous 
regions, will not only thrive in 
competition with trees, but also 
will flower profusely under this 
condition. All these plants require 
is a considerably acid soil and 
rather heavy shade for best 
growth. 

Residents in North Georgia and 
all through the Piedmont area will 
find that the native Hemlock is an 
excellent grower in heavy shaded 
areas. The common ligustrum, so 
popular throughout the South, is 
another tough plant that will stand 
all kinds of punishment from tree 
growth and shade of varying de- 
grees, from light shade to very 
heavy shade. 

So far, only the broad-leaved 
evergreens have been mentioned 
as fanas competition is concerned, 
but the list coul not be completed 
without adding a few of the de- 


And we Which not only take up a great amount of food in the soil but also 


ciduous shrubs. Some of these in- 
clude our native azaleas, the popu- 
lar redbud tree, the Summer 
Sweet or Clethra, the Witch Hazel 
which blooms through the mid 
Winter months, the Honeysuckle 
bush, the Sourwood tree, so color- 
ful in the Fall with that brilliant 
red foliage, and, finally; our fa 
vorite tree, the Dogwood. 

Practically any plant material 
that will grow under trees or 
among trees will thrive under con- 
ditions similar to its native habi- 
tat. All of these plants will benefit 
greatly by a heavy mulching of 
leaves, pine straw or peat moss. 
The first two are natural coverings 
provided by trees in wooded areas, 
these mulches supplying considera- 
ble quantities of humus and, at the 
same time, keeping a better mols- 
ture supply about the roots of the 
plants. This is nature's own way 
of feeding plants in the wild. 

Our list of plants for shade will 
also include considerable numbers 
of other species that will grow 
well in anything from a medium 
heavy shade to a heavy shade. 
Again starting with the  broad- 
leaved evergreens, the popular 
Abelia, which is so free from in- 
sect and disease troubles, is ideal 
for varying degrees of shade, but 
will flower best in a. partially 
shady situation. It will produce 
ample foliage in heavy shade but 
fewer flowers. The Aucuba, popu- 
lar among flower arrangement 
fans for its large modeled foliage, 
must be grown in very heavy 
shade for best results, as _ the 
leaves have a tendency to burn 
when exposed to too much sun- 
shine. The same is true with the 
Mahonia, another large-leaf shrub. 

In considering partly shaded 
areas where plants get only about 
one-third to one-half day of sun- 
shine, the Eleagnus, Sergeant Bar- 
berry, Euonymus, tea olive and 
the Japanese yew are ideal. All of 
these plants car stand fairly heavy 
shade, but the flowering types will 
produce fewer blooms when grown 
in the heavier shaded situations.

When 
properly planted, given a semi- 
acid siol and partial shade, it will 
thrive well in practically any 
Southern garden. 

All of the plants mentioned, be- 
ginning with the Abelia, are 
classed as broad-leaved evergreens 
which offer interesting flower ef- 
fects and have attractive green fo- 
liage threughout the year. All 
broad-leaved evergreens have. re- 
quirements very much in common 
in that they like to be in rather 
moist soil, like a semi to moder- 
ately acid soil, and thrive best 
when well-mulched with the same 
materials as shrubs listed for 
growth in competition with trees. 

It 
an excellent planting of all types 
of these shrubs, with their require- 
ments so nearly alike. 

Mention also should be made of 
some of the deciduous shrubs 
which require varying degrees of 
shade, but will not do so well in 
competition with trees. One of 
these is the popular Japanese Bar- 
berry, used so much for lower 
growth, either as hedges or as 
foreground plantings. For extreme- 
ly heavy shade, the native sweet 
shrub is ideal with its character- 
istic chocolate-colored flowers. The 
Forsythia is another shade-loving 
plant that will bloom somewhat 
in proportion to the amount of 
shade given, blooming best in 


semi-shaded areas. Others that will. 


stand a half-day of shade or more 
are hydrangeas, A. G., Philadel- 
phus, often known as the English 
dogwood, coralberry, snowberry, 
and many species of Vibernum., 

_ These are only partial lists of 
‘some of the better types of shrubs 
‘for use in the shady garden, but 
give some idea of the materials 
‘available for such conditions, It 
‘is not necessary to leave bare spots 
in the landscape planting just be- 
cause there is shade in the garden.

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Bad News for Tobacco Farmers 


However much some of their professed 
spokesmen may advocate a narrow isola- 
tionism, Georgia farmers are being fur- 
nished painful reminders that their pros- 
perity depends in large measure on for- 
eign trade. 

All over Georgia’s tobacco belt this 
week, growers have been discussing Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Anderson’s an- 
nouncement that a 28 percent reduction 
in leaf acreage will be necessary if cur- 
rent price levels are to be maintained. 

Not that the announcement was unex- 
pected. Although British buyers partici- 
pated to some degree in the Georgia mar- 
ket last Summer, they did not buy any- 
thing like their previous poundage. They 
haye since withdrawn entirely from the 
picture because of the worsening shortage 
of dollars in the empire and there is no 
indication that their purchases will be 
resumed in the foreseeable future. Other 
foreign buyers, none of whom were near- 
ly as good customers as the British, have 
long since reduced their imports of Amer- 
ican leaf. 

Thus, Secretary Anderson has no alter- 
native but to reduce acreage, flue-cured 


An Emergency Demands 


Congress convened in extraordinary 
session on Nov. 17, two weeks ago to- 
morrow. 


At that time there were optimistic 
predictions that the first order of busi- 
ness, emergency relief for Europe, would 
be voted in short order. Sen. Taft even 
went so far as to say Congress might be 
able to dispose of both interim aid and 
the long-range European recovery plan 
at the special session. 


But events have shown nothing to 
warrant such optimism. Although the 
Senate is expected to give final approval 
of the relief measure by the middle of 
the week, House action apparently has 
bogged down in the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee and final action is not probable 
until next week. 


Delaying tactics in the House have 
been protested by three Southern Dem- 
ocrats, Rep. Eugene Cox, of Georgia; Rep. 
Pete Jarman, of Alabama, and Rep. Hale 
Boggs, of Louisiana. 


To Expedite Additional 


One of the major problems facing At- 
lanta and the country, and one which pre- 
sumably will be taken up by Congress 
when the regular session convenes in Jan- 
uary, is that of housing. 

It is not only in our city that the num- 
ber of housing units available and under 
construction fails to meet the need; the 
Same situation is found in all the major 
cities of the nation. 

There are a number of causes for the 
breakdown of the housing program, but 
chief among them are high buildin'g costs 
and lack of incentive for investors, particu- 
larly in the field of low and moderate 
rental projects. 

From the National Committee on 
Housing, which is not a political organiza- 
tion, comes a plan for providing the neces- 
Sary impetus to srivate construction.

But, with people starving for lack of food, 
there is little indication that relief money 
will—or should—be allocated for anything 
but absolute essentials. 

Georgia tobacco farmers may as well 
reconcile themselves to smaller crops until 
such time as the world economy again 
warrants large-scale purchase of U. 5S. to- 
bacco by foreign buyers. 

The only alternative is to junk the 
quota system and open the gates to un- 
limited planting which would inevitably 
bring prices tumbling far below the actual 
cost of production. 


Action 


Rep. Jarman reminded his colleagues 
that the House was dallying “while tur- 
moil reigns in France and while the fu- 
ture of that country hangs in the balance.” 

When people are starving and govern- 
ments tottering, it is no time for would-be 
rescuers to go about their task in a lei- 
surely way. There has been a general 
unanimity of agreement both as to the 
amount and the time limit for emergency 
aid. In no case can we let Jan. 1 pass 
without having assistance at hand for 
France and Italy in particular. 

Time is of the essence in the emergency 
relief program. Once it is passed and the 
people of France, Italy and Austria are 
assured of a minimum of food and fuel, 
the long-term recovery plan can be gone 
into thoroughly.. There will be time for 
debate, amendments and exhaustive in- 
vestigation of ways and means of putting 
the plan into effect. 

But the business of the moment plainly 
is labeled emergency. Congress must 
treat it as such. 


Housing 


The proposal is patterned after a 
method used successfully during the war 
to stimulate building of war plants. It is 
basically simple, involving only legisla- 
tion which would allow housing investors 
to speed up amortization, at the same 
time deducting the extra payments from 


their income tax returns. 


It Seems that some special form of tax 
relief, perhaps reaching down even to in- 
dividual home builders, will be found 
necessary to alleviate the shortage of 
dwelling units which plagues not only At- 
lanta but most of the country. 


We hope the joint Congressional Com- 
mittee, which recently held hearings on 
housing with view to making recommen- 
dations to Congress, will seriously con- 
sider the plan.

Wreckage 
Of an Empire 


si BERLIN, Germany—When the big plane 
A touched wheels to earth and you knew the last 

: leg of the long Atlantic flight was ended, you 
began to peer about for something familiar. 


But at Berlin’s big Tempelhof Airdrome there was nothing 
familiar. The wreckage was gone, and one of the finest airdromes 
in the world was sleek and functioning as before. 


Below it, too, there still is the great aircraft plant which the 
Germans had built as early as 1938 and where they had planes 
coming off in assembly-line fashion. 


But when you came out of the plane and saw the skytine of 
the city beyond, you saw something familiar—-that familiar thing 
was ruin, 


Whatever the enemies of the German Reich wished for it has 
come to pass. The streets now are cleared, but the ruin is in- 
credible. There is ruin and there is misery and wretchedness., 


I wanted to see the bunker where Adolf Hitler, 
Eva Braun and Joseph Goebbels had killed 
themselves in the last mad crash of the Hitler empire. 


You must go through the ruins of the once-elaborate Reich 
Chancellery to reach it. The sound of battle still hangs about it 
and all of its shattered concrete and twisted beams and huge stones 
smell of violence. Here was the last fighting. It went on after Hit- 
ler was dead as the SS troops fought to the end, knowing it was 
death for them anyhow. 


There still are some burned tanks before the building, in its 
courtyard. Inside there is wreckage. Heavy artillery fire, grenades 
and heavy-caliber rifle fire poured in it and upon it, 


I could remember how it looked in 1938 with 


| Broken City- the Nazi soldiers about it, and the big blac« cars 


coming and going. I remember, with something of a start, that 
in that year it looked very permanent and formidable. That with™® 
less than ten years it should have become a broken shell of a build- 
ing, arid that im-all the somber, ugly city there should be no sign 
of the glory and pageantry of it, was almost incredible, too. 


The Russians have stripped it of all the red marble which 
covered its inside walls and that marble is on its way to Russia, 
where it will become a memorial to Joseph Stalin. If the spirit of 
Adolf Hitler can look back from the other world and see what 
happens, it will not be a happy spirit. I could think of no greater 
punishment for Hitler alive than to be driven through the city 
every day, seeing its ruin and the misery of its people. 


Out in the garden where once flowers and plants 
grew, to sooth the nerves of the man who 
loose upon the world more sorrow than it had ever known before, 
there now is mud and wreckage. The heavy concrete bunker rears 
its wall up out of the earth like an old fortress. 


The bottom rooms of ‘it now are flooded. Russian, French, Brit- 
ish and American soldiers have scrawled their names on its walls 
and many have used it as a latrine. 


Before it there is a trench dug in the earth about ten feet long 
and three feet deep. There were burned the bodies of Hitler and 
his mistress, with the swelling clamor of the guns providing an 
iron threnody. 

Now soldiers of four nations let it serve as an unofficial latrine 
and small German boys hang about it for visitors, hawking medals 
and buttons of the Nazi regime, which once the Feuhrer pinned on 
his generals and his soldiers. 


Visitors pick up pieces of the broken marble and take them 
@wvay to be made into desk weights and souvenirs. I could not bring 
myself to pick up any of it. It has too much blood and too much 


death and too much sorrow on it to keep around one. 

W Back out in the street one could look in any direction as 
QI far as eye could reach and see the jagged walls of the 

destroyed city. I walked into the Tiergarten, recalling its loveli- 

ness. Now no trees stand and vegetable gardens are laid out over 


it. The row of statues still stand, though the heads are gone from 
some. 


Along the streets the people went, pulling little carts filled 
with old wood or bearing off some of their furniture to the barter 
markets to sell it for food.

How Time Changes | 
The Face of the City 


The other day we were driving north on 
Boulevard. One remarked how different that 
section looked, nowadays, to’ what it did when 
he first lived in Atlanta. 


“That was before the big fire of 1917.” he said. “This entire 
section was swept bv the flames. Before that day it was a section 
of old-style, attractive frame dwellings. Each standing on its own 
wide lot. Most of them good-looking two-story homes. 


“They were all destroyed in the big fire. The area, for two 
miles in length and couple of blocks wide, was left only an empty, 
blackened space. When they rebuilt, these apartment houses took 
the place of the old homes. I expect the number of people living 
here, per square yard, multiplied many times. For you can put a 
lot of families in an apartment house which occupies less ground 
space than one of those old homes and its smooth lawn and well- 


kept garden.” 

Of course I, too, remember that fire and the 
Other Changes change in the area that resulted. I was right 
on the scene, a reporter, all through that tragic, but exciting, aft- 
ernoon. I was close enough my own eyebrows were singed. That 
is literal truth. And I saw them dynamiting the homes on Ponce 
de Leon Avenue, not far from the baseball park, to halt the sweep 
of the wind-driven flames. 

I agree with the other fellow, in his dissertation on the changed 
eppearance. ‘But that is not the only sector touched by the hand 
of time. Scarcely a city area but has changed almost beyond 
recognition. 


I can name streets which, when I came to Atlanta, were quite 
good residential areas. Streets of good homes, occupied by pros- 
perous citizens and their families, 

I can recall when those streets deteriorated. First the indi- 
vidual homes became rooming houses and boarding houses. A few 
small business establishments crept in, probably on the ground 
floors. 

Some homes were pulled down. The average class of resident 
drifted lower. Several streets I recall became, for a while, streets 
of prostitution, unacknowledged “red light areas.” 


In some cases the owners of property made efforts to keep out 
the most undesirable tenants, to restore their holdings to, at least, 
lawful usage. 


. Such restoration, once the degradation has settled in, ts almost 
impossible. 

Now I can take you down streets with some such hjstory which 
have been made into Negro residence areas, with no white 
people there. 

I know others which have become almost entirely streets of 
business, with business buildings built, since, on the sites where the 


old homes were.

THERE is a similar thought in

| Self-preservation is the first 
law of Nature, and people, like 
}all other creatures, are by nature 
‘selfish. Infants think only of 
‘themselves, and the young are 
seldom considerate of others. As 
they must learn to walk and talk, 
so they must learn to respect the 
rights and property of others. So 
they must learn unselfishness, 
fair play, compassion, generosity 
of spirit and pity. These qualities 
are not born in them; they de- 
velop as the mind grows and 
character matures. 

But -the affairs of the world— 
the business and burdens of the 
home, the city and State and Na- 
tion — are not the responsibility 
of the young. The world’s polit 
cal,. social and economic. affairs 
are directed by the mature, and 
these have developed a capacity 
for pity and some understanding 
of its need if they have truly ma- 
tured in mind and spirit. 

But there are men in high place 
who have not learned the les- 
sons of history and do not believe 
in kindness except to people who 
will meekly do the bidding of a 
master. Their kindness to political 
slaves like the kindness of a 
farmer to his work stock. 


AT GREAT cost of men and 
money we crushed or helped crush 
two predatory powers that made a 
creed of brutality, and murdered 
millions in their lust to conquer 
and loot the world. But in doing 
so we saved and developed an- 
other power, equally brutal, which 
is openly determined to rule or 
ruin. 

We cannot be kind, but only 
grimly just, to those who are 
treacherously doing their utmost 
to destroy us. Remember Aesop’s 
forester who warmed the freez- 
ing viper in his bosom. When the 
law is kind to a gangster, it Is 
cruel to his next victims. 

The tortured world yearns for 
peace, and a few power-hungry 
men will not permit it. Yet our 
kindness must eventually triumph 
over their heartless ambition: for 
all mankind hungers for kindness, 
and wherever we are kind we 
make friends.

Stassen Bids 
For Georgia Votes 


A man who could cause more Georgia Deme 
crats to jump their party than most any other 
person the Republicans could nominate for Prest- 

dent will come to town Monday. He is Harold Stassen, liberal for 
mer Governor of Minnesota. He will be introduced by a man who, 
more than anyone else, could keep Democrats from jumping into 
the Republican camp. The introducer will be former Gov. Arnall, 
Georgia liberal. Stassen has many friends among Georgia Demo 
crats as well as among Georgia Republicans. Aside from Gen. 
Eisenhower, Stassen probably appeals to more Georgia Democrats 
than anyone else the Republicans could nominate ... although 
from a party loyalty standpoint, Georgia Democrats hope the Re 
publicans name Sen. Taft. 

When Stassen asks Georgia Republicans to back him for the ; 
Presidential nomination, he will face somewhat the same situation 
confronting him at the 1948 National Republican Convention. Among 
Georgia Republican circles, as among national Republican circles, 
the two strongest contenders are Gov. Dewey and Sen. Taft. Dewey 
has had Georgia’s backing in the past, and Taft has many friends 
here. Stassen has some support among the senior Republicans, and 
he is particularly strong among the young Republicans. Some older 
Republicans who like other candidates are laying off criticizing 
Stassen because they think it likely he may be the Vice Presi- 
aential nominee. 


Helps South The candidate's tour through the South asking 

for votes is doing him some good in a section 
which has a lot of votes in the Republican convention. It also is 
helping the South, which heretofore has been ignored by the major 
political candidates. Southern Republicans, who hold 213 of the 
1,093 votes in the national convention, would do well to follow 
Stassen’s advice and assert themselves as a Southern Republican 
Party instead of merely being an echo to Northern Republican 
sentiment. The South would do well to follow his advice and 
become a two-party section. A Chicago News writer following 
Stassen reported that Republicans from several States (not includ- 
ing Georgia) agreed at a conference at Hot Springs, Ark., to launch 
a drive to assert the independence of the Southern wing of the 
party. The group reportedly said the South would insist upon 
Southern representation in the Cabinet in the next Republican ad- 
ministration and upon greater representation on Federal boards 


and commissions. 


Swain Honored Georgia, which is only partially covered by 

a merit system for employees, has been rec- 
ognized nationally with the election of Ed Swain as Chairman of 
the newly created Southern Conference of Civil Service Workers 
and Vice President of the Civil Service Assembly of the United 
States and Canada. Swain, who is Director of the State Merit 
System, will lead a campaign to extend a civil service system to all 
city, county, State and Federal workers in 15 Southern States, the 
Canal Zone, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. Only two South- 
ern States now have State-wide merit systems, They are Alabama 


and Louisiana. Virginia and Tennessee have almost complete State 


merit systems. 

Since Georgia has only four of its departments under a merit 
system, much of Swain’'s attention will have to be directed close 
at home. And on a city basis, the Greater Atlanta area is the only 
section with a complete civil service system. Athens and Augusta 
and perhaps a few other cities have one or two departments coy- 
ered by a civil service plan. 

“Much Southern tax money is being wasted,” Swain says, “with 
public administrative jobs being filied on a political patronage basis 
rather than on a basis of merit and fitness. We hope to give the 
people better service and less expensive service by having wor ers 
employed and retained for their skill.” | , 

Swain is making plans for a Southern convention of civil service 
workers next April. The place has not been selected. ,

Are We Taking Too Much for Granted? 


»-WASHINGTON 


Considering how comfortable a neighbor Canada has been of the United States, it 


ig astonishing how little the two nations actually know about each other. The relationship between the 
Dominion and this country has been held up to the world as the closest approximation of a Damon and 
Pythias friendship that the family of nations could boast. The unfortified border thet stretches for thou- 
sands of miles between the two countries and the peace that has existed between them are considerations 
that merit a feeling of deep pride on the part of both peoples. 


In a world torn by conflicting 


ideologies and rendered desperate 
by fear and hunger, mankind has 
@n urgent need for the harmoni- 
Ous example of these great demo- 
cracies living side by side in 
@mity and mutual esteem. 

But continued friendship and 
edmiration, even among. such 
good neighbors as the United 
States and Canada, cannot be ex- 
pected to last forever without un- 
derstanding. Unfortunately, this 
phase of our relations has been 
neglected by both countries. The 
fault has been one of omission, 
rather than of commission. Each 
has been too prone to take for 
@ranted the friendship of the 
other. Both would seem to be 
equally lax in this respect. 


AT LEAST, that is the con- 
elusion reached after a two-year 
study by the Canadian-United 
States Commission on Education, 
recently made public by the 
American Council on Education. 
The educators blame history text 
books for the lack of closer un- 
derstanding between the two 
democracies. They have ascer- 
tained that history books used in 
the elementary and high schools 
of both Canada and the United 
States give a “fragmentary, in 
adequate and sometimes wholly

erroneous impression” of the re- 


lationship between the two. 


In a series of recommenda- 
tions, the Committee proposes 
that much more emphasis be 
placed in future text books on 
the period of the growth of 
goodwill and cooperation  be- 
tween the United States and 
Canada, and less on the early 
wars. It urges that recent agree- 
ments and conferences receive 
more. attention, and that the 
positive factors of peaceful 
association be stressed. 


According to the findings of the 
Commission, American students 
get very little information about 
the Canadian people. For the most 
part, the text books in dur schools 
ignore Canada, while the condi- 
tion is not much different so far 
as the Dominion’'s treatment of 
the United States is concerned. 


the amazing fact that high school 
text books in this country devote 
an average of only 1.3 percent of 
their space to Canada, or 8.4 
pages in an average 646 page 
book. As a result, Americans fail 
to realize how the security of 
their own nation could be seri- 
ously affected by Canada and the 
policies of its government. 

On the other hand, Canadian 
school books that deal with the 
United States could be very con- 
siderably improved by a better 
balanced treatment of important 
developments and by wiser dis 
crimination in the selection of de- 
tails. It is pointed out that al- 
though Canada has had a pre- 
dominantly British and European 
trade orientation, there is also a 
close relationship between the 
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economies of the United States 
and Canada. Each is high on the 
list of the other's list of cus- 
tomers.

Punish Hollywood Witnesses, Voters Say

PRINCETON, N. J.—The House contempt citation against the Hollywood inquiry witnesses who 
refused to say whether they are members of the Communist Party is in line with the main senti- 
ment of the voting population. 

Voters who had heard or read about the congressional ‘investigation of Hollywood showed a pro- 
nounced sentiment in favor of punishment tor those now held in contempt of Congress for failing to 
answer questions concerning alleged Communist connections. 

However, opinion is closely di- 
vided on the question of whether ~ 
the investigation of Hollywood 
was properly handled by the House 
Committee. 


TO PROBE public attitudes the 
Institute used a series of questions 
designed te cover various aspects 
of the situation. The survey was 
completed before the House took 
action on the: contempt citations. 

The first question sought to find 
how many people are familiar with 
the Hollywood investigation. It 
was found that approximately 
eight out of every 10 had heard 
or read about it. 

These people were then asked: 

“What is your opinion of this 
investigation—do you approve or 
disapprove of the way it was 
handled?”

TEXTBOOK IN FORMAT OF NOVEL 


3 Georgia Educators Edit 
Two-Volume Anthology

ATHENS, Nov. 29—A textbook with the format of a modern 
novel—that is the amazing feature of “Masterworks of World Litera- 
ture,” just-released two-volume anthology of Western World litera- 
ture edited by Dr. Edwin M. Everett, head of University of Georgia 
Department of English; Dr. Calvin S. Brown, profesor of English, 
and Dr. John D. Wade, professor of English on leave and Editor of 
the Georgia Review. 

This work has been designed the mere Fem two-column style used 
for reading. Its pages are not of for texts and they measure 5 le 
by 8 1-4 inches. It is decidedly 
not a “10-pound book.” The type 
is large, the paper opaque, the 
format distinguished. The cover 
illustrations add dignity in repre- 
senting the spirit of the works. 
Volume One has a frontispiece of 
Greek columns; Volume Two, a 
reproduction of Rodin’s “Thinker.” 

Reviews call the anthology “a 
radical departure from all exist- 
ing texts.” This refers to the lim- 
itation of material to 25 master- 
works of Western World litera- 
ture. By so doing, the authors 
have been able to present each 
work in complete form, or in the 
case of such difficult 
“The Divine Comedy,” a selection 
of passages which preserve the 
continuity of the whole. Another 
feature of the works is the treat- 
ment accorded Chaucer's “‘Canter- 
bury Tales.” Because the editors 
believed the original version dif- 
ficult of comprehension, they 
have made a modernization of the 
tales. Only the prologue appears 
in Chaucer’s language, and it is 
amply footnoted. 

The anthology contains intro- 
ductions to each period and also 
to each work. No attempt has 
heen made to he encyclopedia, 
but the editors have supplied the 
background necessary to the stu- 
dent's understanding and appre- 
ciation of the work. Volume One 
covers Greek and Roman Classi- 
cism, Medievalism, Hebraism, and 
the Renaissance in Europe. Vol- 
ume Two includes The Renais- 
sance in England; Neo-Classicism; 
‘Romanticism and Realism; and 
Cross-Currents of American Liter- 
ature. Each volume, because of 
‘the division of material, lends it- 
self to the usual division in the 
world literature course, so the 
student can use Volume I for the 
first half and Volume II for the 
second, 

The works have 
as standard texts in humanities 
at the University, other divisions 
of the University System of Geor- 
gia and Boston University. The 
publisher is The Dryden Press of

In the New England area, 
warfiens have refused let. cut- 
ting gangs into the woods this 
Fall because of the fire hazard. 
Normally. cutting mid- 
October. The trees in Ne 
Hampshire and Vermont re 
ported to be of poor quality. How 
ever, the pessimistic view of some 
qistributors. that artificial trees 
may have to be used on a large 
gralie. seems unwarranted, New 
England will be able to supply 
@ large amount of standard trees 
The recent Maine fires did not de. 
stroy any considerable number. 
Cutting there is a state-wide indus- 
try and only about 100,000 of a 
total of 20.000.000 acres was 
touched by the highly publicized 
fires. 

The outlook for a year of fine. 
bushy trees is bright also, since 
the bulk of trees sold east of the 
Mississippi are harvested in the 
maritime provinces of Canada 
which were spared the particu: 
larly long drought last Summer. 
West of the Mississippi, most 
Christmas trees are supplied from 
Montana and Washington, where 
conditions are reported to be 
good. 

According to Fred Vahsliling, 
president of the firm of that 
name, which is the largest distri- 
butor of Christmas trees in the 
New York metropolitan area and 
gaiso ai distributor in Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Newark, Philadelphia, 
Raltimore and St. Louis, “trees 
thie season are good. New Eng 
land will not produce as many as 
formerly, but the great amount 
from Canada will take up much 
of the slack. There probably will 
be about enough to go around.” 

“The trees from Canada,” said 
Mr. Vahsling. “are better than 
those from this country. The 
needies stay on longer and most 
of the trees are double fir balsam 
—they have a double row of 
needies, while most of the ones 
in this country have only a single 
row. New England has some of 
the double-row kind but not as 
many of them as usual will get 
to market this vear. 

“Maine produces single fir bal 
gam.” Mr. Vahsling went on. 
“They are a lot cheaper than 
Canadian trees, but this year 
there will be no cheap trees. Our 
costs have gone way up. Every- 
thing is higher. wages, freight 
rates, and materials. One of our 
cutters in Canada refused tio 
work for us because he was of. 
fered $1.95 an hour as a cutter 
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generally, trees this year will be of as 


in Halifax, We pay between $1 
and $1.25.” 

Mr. Vahsling said that trees 
now are being cut and that they 
are stacked in the shade and cov- 
ered with moist leaves to keep 
them fresh. “The first carloads 
arrive in New York on Dec. 
9 or 10.” he declared. 

“Trees are not cut in heavy 
woods,” he said. “Only. those that 
get a fair amount of sunlight are 
worth cutting. If the trees are 
too close together, they don't get 
a chance to grow straight. As for 
size, most people want a tree be- 
tween five and seven feet high, 
but we also cut larger ones.” 

As a sideline to the $1,000,000 
Christmas tree industry, there is 
a large trade in evergreen decora- 
tions. Most dealers believe there 
will be a_ sufficient supply of 
wreaths, evergreen “rope” and 
various novelty decorations. A 
big business is done in pine cones 
which are colored with bright 
paints and fashioned into many 
different forms. Some distributors 


say this specialty business also can 


be made into a highly profitable 
industry.

Discusses Work of National Body 


‘our Atlanta Board had already 
strongly and enthusiastically tak- 
en up. We have a class meeting 
every Thursday evening, instruct- 
ed by Wheat Williams, on ‘The 
Science of Real Estate,’ and they 
will be continued each week until 
the last of April. Mr. Williams is 
not only a successful real estate 
man, but he is a former high 
school teacher, a fine lecturer and 
instructor on the etHics and busi- 
ness of handling real estate. Our 
20-week courses include practical- 
ly every phase of the business, 
and the classes are being largely 
attended.” 


Mr. Chapman stated that Con- 
gress was urged to “keep its. 
pledge to abolish all Federal con- 
trols over residential rents on 
Feb. 29, 1948,” by the unanimous 
vote of delegates at the Conven- 
tion. It was pointed out he said, 
that reports had begun to circu- 
late that Congress might consider 
an extension during this special 
session. The delegates expressed 
“in view of the wun- 
precedented volume of new hous- 
ing construction which has fol- 
lowed the removal of govern- 
mental controls on buildings.” 


The Convention, he said, recom- 
mended to its officers “in the 
forthcoming suit at law and trial 
to uphold fearlessly our innocence 
of any wrongdoing and to pursue 
to the utmost every possible legal 
recourse in order that the good 
name of all realtors built up over 
many years of struggle shall be 
maintained.” This resolution had 
reference to the indictment of 
NAREB and the Washington Real 
Estate Board by a Federal Grand 
Jury for alleged violations of the 
anti-trust laws in the fixing of 
uniform commissions, 

“Inclided among other resolu- 
tions passed,” continued Mr. Chap 
man, “were. those expressing une 
alterable opposition to any form 
of public housing, pledging con- 
tinued activity in advocating State 
and local measures to eliminate 
slums, and promising renewed ef- 
fort to secure for home owners for 
income tax purposes deductability 
of depreciation and capital loss on 


» owner-occupied residential proper- 


ty. 

The Convention also indorsed 
in principle the proposed Ameri- 
can Legion Veterans Homestead 
Act, which would authorize non- 
profit associations of veterans to 
build and purchase dwellings for 
sale or rent to veterans and to 
make loans to veterans for bous- 
Ing. 

A resolution on home owner- 
ship, adopted by the Convention, 
Mr. Chapman quoted as follows: 
“Believing that home owners are 
the nation’s best citizens and that 
the widespread individual owner- 
ship of real property is the foun- 
dation of civil and religious 
liberties, we urge all local real 
estate boards in co-operation with 
their National Association in an 
aggressive campaign to int out 
to this generation, the social, politi- 
cal, and economic values of home 
ownership and to impress upon 
each Realtor that when he assists 
an American family to become a 
home owner he has made an ef- 
fective contribution to the pres- 
ervation of the American way of 
life.”

Yonder man js 
dead, or he soon will be. Why do you

defy my wishes for the sake of a fel- 
low who cared for neither you nor 
your beauty?” 

“Look at that gown you are wear- 
ing! He dressed you in rags. ‘Though 
you would not eat nor drink to 
please me, at least chahge that beg- 
gar costume for a dress worthy of 
you. Beauty should be framed in 
beauty.” 

With that he beckoned to one of 
his women, who brought a _ splendid 
gown of blue silk, shading into 
green, and down the front of it 
jewels hung like drops of dew on 
blades of grass. The light, striking 
the jewels, made the cloth sparkle. 

Enid had tried to answer him 
gently, aware of his hot. temper, but 
what he said about the gown she had 
worn on the quest, roused her in-

His spearmen and 
his women, seated around the great 
table, were leaning forward to miss 
no turn in the debate. It was _ in- 
credible that he should permit a 
beautiful woman to talk back to him, 
least of all in the presence of his re- 
tainers.

Geraint heard her cry and groped 
for his sword where it rested beside 
him in the hollow shield. Ear] Doorm 
really did believe him a dead man, 
or he would have been careful. With 
a single bound Geraint was on his 
feet. With one sweep of his sword 
he shaved the redbearded Earl's 
head off at the neck, and it rolled on 
the floor. 

Then the spearmen and Doorm’s 
women ran from the hall, frightened 
not because the Earl was gone, but 
because they had seen him killed by 
a dead man, a ghost.

ARMER BARNEY says his wife slept till noon. 
He says she was only interested in gin ruminy 
and cocktail parties and didn’t go to bed till 

2 or 3 o'clock in the morning. 

Mrs. Barney says he didn’t get up any earlier 
than she did and that he spent al! the day idle, 
discussing great plans with the farmhands and 
never carrying them out. 

Now they’re separated. The farmer has left 
his wife and she’s suing him -for a separation, 
$1500 a month alimony and $7500 counse! fees. 

Farmer Barney is J. Stewart Barney, rich New 
York clubman and he blames his beautiful wife’s 
parties and her apathy towards the cows and 
chickens on his lush upstate New York acres 
for the failure of their nine-year marriage. 

Mrs. Barney, former Powers model Claire Coul- 
ter, disputes his version of life on the farm. She 
insists it wasn't as he says at all. She drove a 
two-ton truck during the haying season, she 
claims, and helped with the farmyard chores. 

According to Claire’s statement, in her suit 
for separation, she took care of the chickens and 
her own tulip garden while Barney was interested 
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mainly in fattening up his prize cattle for profit. 

Even if she and Barney didn’t rise and shine 
bright and early, it never mattered on their farm, 
explains Claire. They had five farmhands who 
did all the plowing, planting and farming. 

They did get up real early in the haying sea- 
son,.she says—-about 9 o’clock. She says she drove 
the big truck all day till dusk while Barney pitched 
hay—but only for a couple of hours. 

That, she says, was the only time she and her 
gentleman. farmer husband knew they were farm- 
ers. Claire, incidentally, says she was actually 
born on a farm in New Hampshire. 

Mrs. Barney. disagrees with her departed 
spouse on another point. All this talk about 
whether she helped on the farm, overslept or enter- 
tained her friends, she declares, has little bearing 
on the case. The real fault, she says, is not in 
her, but in her husband and his behavior. 

She says, briefly, that he treated her cruelly 
and preferred the company of other women, often 
trying to bully her into divorcing him so he could 
marry one of them.

Ex-Model Ciaire Coulter Wants Neo More 
of Husband or Husbandry—And Now 
There's a $1500 a Month Question: 

Who Did the Barnyard Chores? 


The first Mrs. Barney was Katherine Lycurgus 
Winchester, who married him in 1926 and divorced 
him in Reno four years later. She accused him 
of fault-finding and nagging and paying marked 
attention to other women. 

Fighteen months afterwards, Barney married 
once-divorced Mrs. Helen Hackett Keech. They 
quarreled and were divorced six years later. 

The current Mrs. Barney says she and her hus- 
band lived in New York City for a year and a half 
and then decided to go back to the soil. They 
took over Arcadia Farms, a country estate in 
Hopewell Junction, Dutchess County, N. Y., with 
a 14room house and 1100 rolling acres. 

In papers filed in New York Supreme Court, 
Claire says her husband has been without a job 
(aside from 1942 to 1945 when he was in the 
Navy) since a year after their marriage and has 
spent most of his time trying to establish himself 
as “a metropolitan clubman and Lothario.” 

She lists four women by initial. ‘The first, ac- 
cording to Claire, was “N,” a divorcee, with whom 
he fell in love late in 1941. He got over that, she 
says, and they were reconciled. 

“A” was next, in the fall of 1943. Barney was 
stationed in Florida then, says Claire, and one 
night he called her at Hopewell Junction and told 
her about this involvement, asking her to “get 
down here and save me from her.” 

Claire went to Florida and says the association 
with “A” ended on her arrival and that she for- 
gave him for the second time. 

In the winter of 1945, continued Claire, “he 
was paying court to ‘H,’ a woman of social 
prominence who was subsequently jailed for 
smuggling in a foreign country.” He sent her 


expensive flowers and gifts, alleges Claire, and 
escorted her to New York night clubs while she 
remained at home alone on the farm. 

The Barneys parted this time, but he came 
home again, said the episode was over and asked 
to be taken back, Claire says she reluctantly 
agreed. 

Then, she goes on, just before Christmas, 1946, 
he asked her for a divorce. 

“I am enamored of a woman,’ 
as saying, “and want a divorce.” 

He offered her $500 a month for five years, 
says Claire, but she refused. 

The fourth woman in Barney’s extra-marital 
life, says Claire, was “B.” He met her, she says, 
after leaving farm and wife and taking quarters 
at the Union Club in New York City. According 
to Caire, he invited “B” to the farm one day while 
she was away, showed her around and introduced 
her to the servants. : 

Regarding his alleged cruelty, Claire says he 
tried to fire her maid, slammed doors and played 
the radio loudly at night, cut off her hotel credit 
in New York, put the farm up for sale and 
ordered the farmhands to dig up her tulip garden. 

Claire says he told her last: year he was worth 
three-quarters of a million dollars. She estimated 
her own living needs at $15,000 a year. 

Barney says his exact net worth is only $277,- 
384.49 and his annual income is $13,429, including 
a $50 a week salary in his new job with a publish- 
ing firm. He says he'll give his wife $300 a month 
if she’ll move off the farm. 

He says she's still beautiful, strong and healthy, 
and if she’s dissatisfied with this arrangement she 
can go back to modeling. 

Claire, meanwhile, is staying up on the farm 
and leaving everything to the court. She’s much 
too busy with her chickens, she says.

ITTY GORDON, who used to be loved by 
K theatre audiences of two continents, has been 
silent in the shadows so long that her old 
admirers had begun to believe they would never 
hear of her again.

Mellon National Bank in Pittsburgh, a trustee of 
Carnegie Institute and of the Carnegie Institute 
of Technology, a former president of the United 
States Golf Association. 

Kitty made the revelation in a suit against the 
industrialist.

But Vera, seeking success on screen and 
stage, also, won only moderate acclaim. 

Kitty’s first husband had died; then Captain 
Beresford died. Kitty retired from the stage; 
Vera, too; and they opened an exclusive dress 
shop in New York. 

This was the time, Kitty says, that the Pitts- 
burgh millionaire came into their lives. He was 
stalwart and handsome. His ways were gentle. 
'He was a horseman (and so was his son until a 
horse’s hoof killed him in a riding accident) and 
a golfer. 

“He qften visited Vera at my home and fre. 
quently took her to places of amusement,” Kitty's 
complaint says. 

“Some time in 1932, Mr. Byers asked Vera to 
give up her position as my employe and acquire 
a residence of her own. An oral agreement was 
then made between them whereby Vera promised 
to give up her position, leave my home and get 
a residence of her own. Mr. Byers in turn agreed 
to give her $500 a month for the rest of her life. 

“After Vera took the apartment, which had 
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the approval of Mr. Byers, he paid her $500 every 
month until Sept. 7, 1935.” 

In that period, Kitty was married a third time, 
to her present husband, Ralph Ranlet, New York 
stock broker, and this period came to an abrupt 
end on that Sept. 7, 1935. 

On that day, Vera was married to Samuel Mer- 
win White, of Providence and Newport, R. L, in 
St. Bartholomew’s Church in New York. After that 
day, Kitty says, Byers didn’t pay the $500 a month 
any more to Vera. 

Swiftly, then, the situation grew more com- 
plex. Vera’s husband died. In 1937, Kitty says, 
Vera suffered a “mental and nervous shock and 
breakdown.” Byers, says Kitty, hurried to her and 
asked her to care for Vera in her illness and get 
her the,best medical attention. She did, she says. 
In the same year, Byers, whose first wife had 
died, married again. 

The end drew near on July 14, 1945. Vera, 
suffering then from cancer, had an operation. 
Byers, says Kitty, telegraphed from Southampton 
to Ralph Ranlet: 

“Terribly sorry about Vera. Please do not wire 
or telephone. I will call you. Fritz.” 

The day of the end Was Oct. 7, 1945. Vera died. 

Now, her mother says: 

“I am certain from my acquaintance with Mr.

The first version had it that Oakes, on his trek 
to the north, made friends with an aged Chinese, 
who led him to the treasure.

JHE second and more acceptable version, sup- 

ported by some facts, and never repudiated by 
the principals, is even more romantic, starting 
with his arrival at Kirkland Lake, Ontario, and 
his meeting with Roza Brown. 

Roza, who insisted she was the daughter of 
a Budapest professor, went to Canada to seek her 
fortune the hard way—scrubbing floors and doing 
laumiry for the men of the camp. But her friends, 
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mindful of her manners and the traces of beauty 


‘that remained, claimed she had been a countess 


in her native Hungary. ! 

The adventuresome countess had made an un- 
sanctioned trip to Savion her friends said, and lost 
her jewels and her ‘purse to a sneak thief. Instead 
of asking for help from Budapest, she went to 
London and, in 1905, appeared in Mbntreal as‘a 
waitress. 

There came rumors of a gold strike at Cobalt, 
Ontario, ahd Roza joined the parade. 

Countess or commoner, she did a man’s work 
with the axe or canoe and staked out claims that 
netted her $21,000. The money “got away some- 
how,” she explained later, and Roza moved to 
Haileyburg as a laundress. There she married the 
town baker, James Brown, who was killed soon 
afterwards in World War I. 

In Roza Brown, Harry Oakes found a kindred 
soul. Both well traveled, both intelligent and 
both practically broke. 

“I’m hoping for work,” said Harry Oakes. 

“And I,” sighed the wringer-weary Roza, “am 
hoping to quit it. Maybe we can get together.” 

They did. Roza had enough money saved to 
make a modest grubstake and Oakes resumed his 
search for gold. He found and staked out sev 
eral mediocre claims before the outcroppings of 
the big bonanza, the Lake Shore, convinced him 
he had hit the jackpot. 

He filed his claim a few minutes before the 
legal deadline—and the financial worries of Roza 
Brown and Harry Oakes were over. 


ROZA outlived him, dying last March at the age 
of 93 at Kirkland Lake, where she had become 
a legendary figure, with ker $1,000 fur coats, her 
$3 rubber boots and her menagerie of dogs, cats, 
chickens and a stray goat or sheep. 

As her wealth increased, Roza developed an 
amazing admiration for royalty and nobility. 

She set aside seven houses, worth $30,000, for 
members of England’s royal family, each with 
the name and coat of arms on a brightly painted 
shingle. When Harry Oakes was knighted her 
cup of joy overflowed. 

When Sir Harry was murdered, she elbowed 
her way through a gay throng at a Kirkland 
Lake dance and shouted: © , 

“This is no night for dancing! 
of sadness! Sir Harry is dead!” 

As long as she was able to speak, she insisted 
“Sir Harry never needed my help. He _was a 
great man in his own right.” 

Her estate, once estimated at a million dollars, 
came to $40,000. 

Roza Brown was the second woman to have 
proved a powerful influence in the life of Harry 
Oakes. 

In Sydney, Australia, during the lean days 
of his fruitless prospecting, he had met Eunice 
Myrtle McIntyre; the young and pretty keeper 
of a boarding house. She gave him special dishes 
and encouragement And the couple had an “un- 
derstanding” when he left Australia. He would 
send for her when he’d found his fortune. 

They were married in 1923 just as Oakes, at 
49, decided millionaires were smal] fry and was 
setting out to become the richest man in Canada, 
a goal he attained, thanks to the faithful Lake 


Shore mine. 
The Lake Shore had given him $10,000,000 by

ward. Erstwhile Harry Oakes became Sir Harry 
Oakes, Bart. 

Once again, he should have settled down to a 
life of bountiful content—but a dark cloud was 
coming over the horizon from Mauritius, an island 
in the Indian Ocean. The cloud, in the elegant 
person of Count Alfred de Marigny, was headed 
for New York with his bride, Lucie Alice Cahan, 
daughter of an Alsatian banker. 


HORTLY after arrival in New York, Lucie left 

the count for Florida and divorced him the 
Same year, 1937. Among other things, she related, 
de Marigny failed to return her dowry. 

De Marigny said nothing, but married Ruth 
Fahnestock Schermerhorn the day she got a Reno 
divorce from A. Coster Schermerhorn. Wife No. 2 
had quite a bit of money and the happy couple 
headed for the Bahamas, the “taxpayers’ heaven” 

and the home of Sir Harry Oakes, his wife and 
his five children, especially beautiful Nancy, red- 
haired, teen-aged and understandably spoiled. 

The de Marignys built a “dream house” on the 
island of Eleutheria. They settled down to enjoy 
life in their garden’ of. Eden, only to awaken to 
the invasion of the serpent, War. England, as a 
participant, froze the funds of its subjects, 

Ruth Schermerhorn de Marigny was the Amert.- 
can wife of a British subject, which meant she 
couldn’t use the money she had invested in 
Bahamas projects. 

But there was an out for her, somebody sug- 
gested. All she had to do was to go to Miami, 
divorce de Marigny, and thus become an American 
citizen again, giving her the right to take her 
money to the United States. 

She got her divorce in 1941, and went back to 
Nassau, where she and de Marigny continued to 
be friends, 

Nancy Oakes, restless heiress to millions, liked 
the way Alfred de Marigny handled speedboats 
and sailing craft. Sir Harry Oakes didn’t like 
armything about him, so the courtship had to be 
carried on quietly. 

Nancy and de Marigny eloped in May, 1942, 
and Harry Oakes exploded when the news reached 
the baronial estate, Westbourne. 

“A fortune hunter!” he stormed. “And twice 
Nancy’s age!” De Marigny admitted to 35. 

While Sir Harry threatened to disinherit his 
daughter, her mother financed the pair on a 
honeymoon to Mexico, where Nancy came down 
with typhoid. Her stay in the hospital and her 
recovery softened Oakes and he began to tolerate 
his son-indlaw. But not for long. ' 

Mrs. Ruth de Marigny announced she planned 
to sue her former husband to recover the sum 
of $100,000 she said she had given, or loaned, him. 

Nancy was packed off to school at Bennington 
College in Vermont, after a reported promise that 
she would never see de Marigny again. Lady 
Oakes and the younger children went to the Oakes 
estate at Bar Harbor to wait the family reunion. 

Sir Harry was to leave Nassau July 6, 1943, 
to join them, but a bit of business detained him, 
fatefully and finally. He stayed over to inspect 
a flock of sheep he had imported. 

On the evening of July 7, he said good-night 
to his friend, Harold Christie, and retired early 
to the master bedroom, where his body was found 
the next morning. He had been beaten about the 
head and his assailant had made an attempt to

1923. In the year 1933 it yielded $3,000,000. In 
the four years starting with 1935, the Lake Shore 
and lesser properties in Canada poured the sum 
of $23,000,000 into the Oakes one-man treasury. 

Harry Oakes should have been a happy man, 
what with his sweetheart at his side, his vaults 
bursting with money, and the game preserve with 
golf course that he maintained for his five chil- 
dren at Niagara Falls, Ontario. But, in common 
with lesser men, he was irked by income taxes. 

For several years before he gave up his 
American citizenship, Oakes paid taxes to Canada 
and the United States. He changed that in 1934 
when he purchased a shooting box in England 
and returned, not to Canada but to Florida. 

There he met other rich men who were an- 
noyed by income taxes and who 4ooked longingly 
at the Bahamas, the “taxpayers’ heaven.” Harry 
Oakes took decisive action. As an American citi- 
zen he was liable for income taxes wherever he 
lived, so he quit being an American citizen and 
pledged allegiance to Canada. 

Oakes selected Nassau as his center of opera- 
tions in the Bahamas and began improving its 
physical appearance. He spent some $2,000,000 in 
the purchase and renovation of the British Colo- 
nial Hotel; bought the Bahamas Golf Club and 
reared a magnificent annex, and used another 
million to buy most of San Salvador Island, where 
Columbus made his first landing. 

The Duke of Windsor, former King of Eng- 
land, became a close acquaintance. 

Harry Oakes gave an estimated $2,000,000 to 
London hospitals. Such a gift brought its re 
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burn the bed and destroy all evidence. 

One of the first to be caught in the ensuing 
dragnet was Sir Harry’s son-in-law, Alfred de 
Marigny. It developed that the count had been 
co-host at a party eight miles from Westbourne 
on the night of the murder.

It acquitted de Marigny, and Nancy started suit 
for divorce. 

De Marigny settled in Canada but last April 
Canadian authorities announced he would be de- 
ported to Mauritius because “he is not acceptable 
to this country.” De Marigny immediately started 
a battle to remain there. 

Thus the end of one chapter in the saga of 
Harry Oakes and his big bonanza; a saga that 
will undoubtedly continue to be written as long as 
the Lake Shore mime yields its golden treasure. 
But the added chapters won’t bother the man who 
discovered it, or the washerwoman who made

HORMONES 
for Millions |

HE DOCTOR took another look 

qT: the X-ray films and smiled 

. cheerfully at the woman who lay 
in the hospital bed. 

“I guess there’s no doubt about 
it,” he said. “You have cancer of the 
breast and it has spread to the bone. 
A year or so ago you might have 
been considered a hopeless case but 
now I think we can do a great deal 
for you. I’m going to prescribe male 
hormones,” 

The patient looked. worried. 
“Aren't they aw fully expensive, thase 
hormones?” 

“They were,” the doctor ‘Said. 
“They're still not cheap but they cost 
a lot less now.” 

He was not exaggerating. Unless 
a druggist is charging an unreason- 
able profit, the male hormone im its 
most effective: form (testosterone 
propionate) and the estrogenic fe- 
male hormones (alpha-estradiol, et 
al) can be purchased today for ap- 
proximately half as much as when 
The American Weekly and Attorney 
General Tom Clark began a price- 
reduction campaign less than a year 
ago. 

At that time, Dr. Frank Adair, 
chief surgeon at Memorial Hospital 
in New York City, had just . 
announced the hormone 
treatment for breast can- 
cer, which is only one of'* 
the new uses constantly 
being discovered for the 
potent substances which 
normally are secreted into 
the blood by the endocrine 
giands.,

panies which manufacture 
testosterone propionate 
were still clinging to prices .. 
established when the pro-. 3 
cess was controlled by a .-., 
pre-war European ~cartel, \’ 
the amount needed for ef- * 
fective treatment of breast - 
cancer was listed to the OF.

Several factors entereé into this 
huge drop in the cost of substances 
which might affect the health and 
well-being of a tremendous percent- 
age of American men and women, 
but probably the most important was 
the firm stand taken by the Attorney 
General when he was informed by 
The American Weekly that hormones 
were unavailable to millions because 
they still reflected the price-fixing 
policies maintained before the United 
States Government smashed the car- 
tel at the outset of the wir. 

Clark announced he would start 
an investigation immediately, begin- 
ning with the Schering Corporation 
of New Jersey. Schering was one of 
four American offshoots of the Euro- 
pean cartel which, through cross- 
licensing agreements, had exclusive 
rights to the manufacture of testos- 
terone propionate, alpha-estradiol, 
and the third of the three important 
sex hormones, progesterone, which 
is invaluable in preventing miscar- 
riages., 

schering and Rare Chemicals, 
which had German parentage, were 
seized carly in 1942 by the Alien 
Property Custodian, but the other 
two, Ciba and Roche-Organon, which 
were subsidiaries of Swiss and Dutch 
firms, were unmolested. Rare Chem- 
icals was sold to a New Jersey cor- 

ration but Schering was thrust 

to the reluctant hands of the At- 
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torney -General when he took over 
the Alien Property Custodian’s duties 
in the fall of 1946. 

While Clark was still receiving 
reports from the president of Scher- 
ing on his reasons for maintaining 
the same prices as the other three, 
Ciba suddenly cracked the _ strato- 
spheric price levels by announcing a 
20 per cent reduction in all sex hor- 
mone items except progesterone. 
Schering, Rare Chemicals and Roche- 
Organon immediately followed, as 
they did a couple of months ago 
when an additional 35 per cent drop 
went into effect. 

The progesterone price remained 
unchanged, probably because all par- 
ties concerned were awaiting § the 
outcome of a suit in which Schering 
charges the Glidden Paint Company 
with infringement of its patents on 
the synthesis of progesterone. Scher- 
ing makes progesterone from choles- 
terol, a crystalline alcohol it obtains 
from the spines of cattle. Glidden’'s 
brilliant Negro research director, Dr. 
Percy L. Julian, has found a way to 
produce cholestero] from soybeans. 

The suit, which may split the 
progesterone market wide open, is 
due for a rehearing in January in 
Federal Court in Chicago, but both 
sides assured the court that a settle- 
ment would be reached before then.

Although the Attorney General be- 
lieves that Schering Corporation 
should be in private hands, there is 
little likelihood that a can be 
effected by the first of the year. A 
suit now pending before the United 
States Supreme Court might estab- 
lish a precedent permitting a trans- 
fer of the stock despite a claim by 
the Swiss Bank Corporation that the 
seizure was unjustified, but no de 
cision is expected before the end of 
the present term.

Was Dignified But 
Assiduous and They 
Chatted Long Hours 
Over His Proudest 
Possession—His Art 
Collection.

HEN John Gellatly met the 


beautiful widow who was 42 

years his junior, he was ec- 
centric enough to be wearing poly- 
chrome berets, flowing black ties, 
white corduroy pants, salmon pink 
shirts and red velvet jackets, but he 
was smart enough to have acquired 
a multimillion-dollar fortune. 

He also was vain enough to con- 
Vert his entire holdings into a fabu- 
lous art collection which he gave to 
the government to become his memo- 
rial, and shrewd enough to conceal 
his consequent poverty from _ the 
widow before he married her. 

When he died a year after the 
marriage, his estate consisted of his 
clothing, a few books, an old um.- 
brella, an empty suitcase and $76 in 
the bank. Claiming she was de- 
frauded, Mrs. Charlayne Whiteley 
Plummer Gellatly has been trying 
vainly for 16 years to retrieve the 
collection from Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, recipient of the pre-nuptial gift. 
Now she has begun a new battle to 
gain the $4,000,000 prize that she once 
thought would come inevitably: into 
ther hands. 

Thus she became another disap- 
pointed legatee presumptive, forced 
to share the general skepticism over 
expectations based on the time-worn 
promise “I'll remember you in my 
will.” 

Gellatly’s curious six-year Decem- 
ber-and-May courtship began in 1925. 
He was 72, a dignified old gentleman 
whose carefully groomed white mous- 
tache and rococo garb were familiar 
to art dealers throughout metropolitan 
New York. His $1,000,000 home in 
mid-Manhattan housed a distinguished 
and growing art collection. He owned 
numerous valuable parcels of New 
York real estate and thousands of 
dollars in gilt-edged securities. 

Charlayne, an attractive widow of 
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30 with an invalid daughter, came 
from a family which had been prom- 
inent for decades in the national 
capital. After the death of her first 
husband, she had supported herself 
and her daughter as a radio script 
writer in New York and Philadelphia. 

Gellatly’s wooing was dignified 
but, assiduous. She visited his ex- 
quisitely furnished home many times 
and they chatted long hours over his 
proudest possession—his art collec- 
tion. 

In 1928, without so much as a 
whisper to Charlayne, Gellatly began 
to liquidate his enormous holdings 
and plunged into a feverish round of 
art purchases. He bought oils by 
Whistler and Sargent, masterpieces 
by Rubens and Van Dyck, 15th cen- 
tury French sculpture, Persian bridal 
mirrors, jeweled Italian pendants of 
the 16th century, the finest works of 
the greatest artisans down through 
the ages. 

His assistant in these deals was 
his $125-a-month English butler, 
Ralph Seymour, who later became a 
man of mystery in the prolonged 
court battles over Gellatly’s estate. 

Finally, in 1929 having stripped 
himself of everything but a $3,700 
annuity, Gellatly offered his 1600 
treasures to the government-owned 
Smithsonian Institution with a few 
stipulations, the major one being the 
employment of Seymour as curator 
at $5,200 a year. A special enabling 
act of Congress was passed and 
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signed by President Hoover, and the 
bargain finally was sealed in June of 
that year. 

To live within his drastically re 
stricted means, Gellatly moved with 
his butler into a small hotel room, 
but his ardor for Charlayne was un.- 
diminished and on Sept. 2, 1930, he 
wrote her a now famous letter, pro- 
posing marriage and declaring: 

“In order to have sufficient income 
to maintain a position in the world 
worthy of my wonderful wife-to-be, 
I have increased my income.” 

Charlayne accepted, and they were 
married three weeks later in Bel Air, 
Md. Returning to New York, the 
new Mrs. Gellatly busied herself 
finding a place for them to live. With 
a degree of pride in her thriftiness, 
she located a Park Avenue apartment 
at $250 a month, certainly a modest 
sum for the purse of a millionaire. 

Then her disillusionment began. 
Gellatly announced bluntly that he 
couldn’t afford such an expensive 
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place. Slowly, bit by bit, the amazed 
bride learned that she had married a 
man whose “wealth” consisted solely 
of a small annuity, hardly sufficient 
for himself. 

She accused him of trickery, but 
the bridegroom shrugged it off, iIn- 
sisting that she knew very well he 
had put his fortune into art: They 
separated, Gellatly returned to live 
with his, butler in the small hotel 
room, but the blasted romance ap- 
parently affected him deeply. 

A year later he was found dead 
in the hotel room. Cheek stubs 
showed that the man who had been 
a teetotaler most of his life had be- 
gun to buy quantities of whiskey 
three weeks before his death. 

The widow discovered that not 
only had her heritage shrunk to a 
mere $76, but that the estate was 
faced with federal claims for $7,522 
in income taxes, plus New York State 
taxes and numerous unpaid Dills. 
Nevertheless she borrowed money 
from her sister to pay for the re- 
moval of her husband's body to Wash- 
ington and for the funeral expenses, 
which included burial in the city’s 
Congressional Cemetery. 

The intervening years have been 
filled with legal wrangling over title 
to the collection, which is housed in 
the venerable Natural History build- 
ing of Smithsonian Institution, fami- 
liar to thousands of tourists in the 
nation’s capital. 

Several months ago Judge Marvin 


Jones of the U. S. Court of Claims 
ruled that the gdvernment’s claim to 
the art works was valid, although he 
admitted that Gellatly permitted 
Charlayne to “believe that he was a 
man of means.” 

“The problems of this life,” said 
Judge Jones, “are complicated by the 
lack of frankness on the part of peo- 
ple who deal with each other.” 

“Apparently,” added the bachelor 
jurist, “the realm of matrimony is 
no exception to this rule.” 

But Mrs. Gellatly was not to be 
denied. Through her Washington 
attorney, Stanley Suydam, she shifted 
her attack. This time Alexander 
Wetmore, secretary of the Smithso- 
nian Institution, is being sued per- 
sonally for alleged illegal possession 
of what she considers her inheritance. 

If the past can be considered an 
augur of the future, this suit also 
will drag on for years while the 
spirit of old John Gellatly-basks in 
the glory of his memorial. 
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One Man Brought 
Along His. 
Sweetheart as Well 
as His Wife. "Please 
Help Us Out of Our 
Mess," the Husband 
Pleaded With 
John M. Ackerly, the 
Reconciling Cop.

NE day, more than 25 years ago, Mayor Ed- 
ward Quinn of Cambridge, Mass., called 
Police Officer John M. Ackerly to his office. 

“John,” said the Mayor, “Cambridge is setting 
up a Domestic Relations Department at police 
headquarters, and you're elected to beat some 
sense into the heads of our squabbling couples 
especially those with young children.” 

Since that day John Ackerly—-the Reconciling 
Cop-—-has traveled thousands of miles and spent 
$350,000 of Cambridge funds in his efforts to re- 
unite estranged couples and remake broken homes. 

The domestic relations officer, who has been 
happily married and a father for. more than 35 
years, has poked his nose into thousands of marital! 
conflicts, and has salvaged hundreds of marriages. 

The crusade has won for Cambridge the dis- 
tinction of having fewer divorces than any other 
New England city of more than 100,000 population. 

Officer Ackerly sometimes uses unorthodox 
tactics in tracking down, and ‘reconciling couples. 

For example, he began one of his most success- 
ful cases after reading a classified ad by a young 
Cambridge mother seeking employment. 

“What a shame,” thought Ackerly. He knew 
the girl and her ex-G.I. husband had been senpa- 
rated for more than a year. 

He paid an unexpected visit to her home. She 
was defiant and indignant at his intrusion. “I 
never want to see him again,’ the embittered 
mother exclaimed, “so why should you ask me a 
lot of questions about something that’s all over?” 

Ackerly assured the gir! that he had her best 
interests at heart and persuaded her to talk. 

“Well, we were both in service when we met,” 
she said. “We were terribly in love when we 
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married. After the war, we came to live with 
my father and mother. 

“Mother treated us like children. She nagged 
Finally Bill couldn't 
stand it any longer. He demanded that we leave, 
or he would walk out. Our baby .was only a 
month old, and I was afraid to be without mother. 
So Bill did leave. 

“I began drinking heavily. One night Bill saw 
me in a tavern drunk. ‘That was the end,” 

Ackerly got the young woman a job, set her 
up in an apartment away from her parents, and 
began a seven-week manhunt for Bill. He located 
him in Chicago and slapped down a warrant on the 
husband’s desk. “I’m taking you back for non- 
support,” he said. 

hen they arrived in Cambridge he took Bil! to 
his wife’s apartment. “I want you both to try 
marriage again for a week,” Ackerly said. “‘I4 
it works out, I'll tear up this warrant. Otherwise, 
Bill will have to go to jail for non-support.”’ 

The couple accepted the challenge. A week 
later they helped the officer burn the warrant. 

Unless his services are requested, Ackerly does 
not venture into marital mixups_ until he finds that 
a law has been broken. ‘Then he uses his. discre 
tion in handling each case. Desertions, overdue 
alimony, and complaining wives and husbands 
provide him with more cases than he can handle. 

One day a young mother pleaded with him to 
bring back her small son, whom her estranged 
husband had taken from their home. 

“They are living in Philadelphia with my 
husband’s parents,’ she told him. “He is planning 
to divorce me there. My lawyer says that the 
Pennsylvania law does not interfere with a parent 
who takes possession of his own child.” 

Ackerly went to Philadelphia. He arrested the 
husband for deserting his wife and brought him 
back to Cambridge before the divorce case came 
up in the Pennsylvania courts. 

The policeman learned that the husband still 
loved his wife, but was insanely jealous of her 
employer, who, he thought, was in love with her. 
He persuaded the wife to give up her job and de. 
vote her time to their home and child. She agreed, 
and a successful reconciliation was effected. 
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Once Ackerly posted signs on all public build- 
ing in the city urging couples whose homes were 
cracking up to consult with him. Three hundred 
dissatisfied husbands and wives showed up. 

One man brought along his sweeheart as weil 
as-his wife. The officer learned that the husband 
and wife were still in love with each other, but 
that the wife had let herself go to seed by devoting 
her time to her home and children. 

Ackerly advised the wife to visit the beauty 
parlor regularly and pay more attention to her 
appearance and personality. The wife followed 
this sound advice. Her husband lost his interest 
in the other woman.and all three later agreed they 
were much happier when the mixup was settled. 

Ackerly called on one couple, explaining that 
the neighbors were complaining about their con- 
stant bickering. Peggy, the wife, charged that 
sob, her hushand, was cruel and abusive. “He 
swears in front of our four-year-old son and strikes 
me whenever he’s angry.” 

“She spends all my money and stints on my 
allowance,” the husband shouted. 

“This is no environment for a child,” Ackerly 
said, “and unless this bickering stops, the city 
will have to take the boy away from you.” 

His strategy worked. ‘The squabbling couple, 
alarmed at the prospect of losing their child, 
promised to behave like civilized adults. 

The Reconciling Cop knows how to help elderly 
couples as well as newlyweds. There was the case 
of a husband and wife married more than 40 
years, who had filed intentions for divorce. 

“She’s too bossy,” the man told the officer. 

“And he drinks too much,” his wife retorted. 

Ackerly soon figured out that they were bored 
with each other. He advised the man to send his 
aging spouse some flowers, to take her out to 
dinner and a show frequently. “Give your hus- 
band little surprises, once in a while and stop 
criticizing him,” he advised the woman. “But 
above all, no more loud arguments—or I'll have 
to make an arrest.” | 

The combination threat and psychology worked. 
‘The couple dropped their divorce proceedings. 

Ackerly is. 65 and facing retirement, so he re- 
cently increased his staff by several members so 
that Cambridge can keep up its remarkable record 
for salvaging tottering marriages.

KF DIOGENES. the ancient Greek 

philosopher who reputedly went 

around with a lantern looking for 
an honest man, were alive today and 
extended his search to modern 
hotels, he would probably be more 
confused than ever. 

That’s because a multitude of 
good citizens who regard themselves 
as strictly honest are costing Ameti- 
cas’ 15,000 hotels millions of dollars 
a year by filching a vast assortment 
of souvenirs, 

Last year, the Statler chain alone 
“consumed” 904,000 pieces of linen, 
582,000 pieces of chinaware, 1,153,000 
pieces of glassware and 242,000 pieces 
of silverware. 

“Consumption” to a_ hotel man 
means loss from all causes including 
breakage, wear and tear and theft. 
Officials of the chain don’t estimate 
what percentage was filfered. 

However, last year,-the Pennsyl- 
vania Hotel in New York, largest in 
the Statler chain, chalked up a $120,- 
000 loss in linens alone, all of it un- 
accounted for. Sheets, pillow cases 
and towels amounted to $62,000 of 
the total that vanished. 

There’s nothing amusing to the 
nation’s hotel men about the light- 
fingered guest who checks out with a 
pair of the hotel's best percale sheets 
(a4 $54 a dozen), or a silver-plated 
coifee pot that cost $35 before the 
war and can’t be replaced for less 
than $50 or $55 today. 

They admit they're puzzled by the 
antics of the “souvenir” hunter and 
point out that the same man who 
casually walks off with a hotel towel 
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Of 100 Silver-Plated Coffee 
Pots Bearing a Famous Hotel’s 
Crest, Only 60 Remained After 
Three Weeks—the Rest Had 
Been Stolen by Souvenir-Hunters. 


wouldn't think of removing a guest 
towel from the home of a friend. 

An interesting angle on the ques. 
tion is supplied by Dr. Donald A, 
Laird, internationally known psychol- 
ogist, who states: 

“Many guests take ‘souvenirs,’ not 
from a kleptomaniacal impulse, but 
for retaliation. ‘They feel they are be- 
ing charged too much and so they 
steal a few mementos to even things.” 

According to Leo A. Maloney, man- 
ager of the Hotel New Yorker, towels 
are the most frequently stolen item, 
but @he guest doesn’t realize he’s 
stealing them. 

“Tle may have a pair of shoes,” 
Maloney explained, “that he wants to 
pack and he doesn’t want to get the 
Shirts in his bag dirty so he wraps 
them in a towel and then forgets to 
mail it back to us.” 

Recently an old linen towel was re- 
turned to the Willard Hotel in Wash- 
ington. From the label, “Waldorf and 
Willard,” hotel officials believe it 
was taken 20 or more years ago. 

A prominent New York hotel ex- 
ecutive pointed out that losses from 
souvenir hunters rose as a result of 
wartime shortages. 

“Throughout the country,” he said, 
“hotels lost incredible amounts of 
soap, linens and table silver, all 
hard to buy at the time.” 

The manager of one of the coun- 
try’s leading hotels placed honey- 
mooners away the worst offenders. 

During the war most hotels stored 
their good silverware’and replaced it 
for the duration with stainless steel 
or inexpensive plated service. 

A few months ago a large New 
York hotel “returned to service” 100 
silver-plated coffee pots bearing the 
house crest. ‘The chief steward was 
ordered to inventory them each 
morning as a precaution. Yet, within 
a week 17 had disappeared and three 
weeks later only 60 remained. 

Probably the biggest single theft 
by a “souvenir hunter” at the Penn 
Sylvania occurred in 1921 when a $20, 
000 tapestry hanging in a hall leading 
to the main dining room vanished. 

The loss was discovered by E. M. 
Statler, founder of the chain, who 
finally decided it was rolled up and 
passsed out of a window to an accom- 
plice. It was never recovered. 

Hotels do not take this wholesale 
theft lying down. The Inter-Hotel Pro- 
tection Bureau, headed by Walter E. 
Clancy with headquarters in New 
York City, acts as a clearing house 
for information on serious offenders. 

When a hotel larcenist is definitely 
identified and is considered an _ in- 
corrigible repeater, his name is filed 
with the bureau, which passes it on 
to hotels throughout the country. 

Because Knives, forks and spoons 
are eagerly sought-after, waiters 
assigned to banquets are cautioned to 
count every piece of silver when 
clearing tables. At one large banquet, 
the hotel management interrupted 
the affair to announce that service 
would not be resumed until the deml- 

tasse spoons, which had 
been on the tables, were 
replaced. Within five min- 
utes they were back. 
Hotel men agree that the 
“collector” generally dis- 
plays good taste. Elabor- 
ately monogrammed linens 
and good. silverware are 
hard to keep in service. 
Even shower curtains 
aren't immune, as one large 
metropolitan hotel found to 
its sorrow. It had installed 
an attractive plastic shower 
curtain in place of the usual 
white linen. One day after 
a regular patron of the hotel checked 
out it was found that the shower 
curtain was gone. 

The hotel sent him a bill for $9. 
and received no reply. They followed 
up with two more and finally got a 
letter from the guest in which he 
complained he hadn’t ordered a show- 
er curtain from the hotel. He has 
never been back. 

Holidays, such as New Year’s Eve, 
are particularly trying. 

A cross-section of hotel men polled 
indicated that it is only on rare oc- 
casions that a guest will seek out 
the manager and ask if it isn’t pos- 
sible to buy some articles belonging 
to the hotel which he wants. 

It seems one article never stolen 
from a hotel room is one supplied by 
an outside source—the Bible placed in 
each room by the Gideon Society.

4] HAT, you here again?” roared a judge 
in Chicago police court a few months 
ago when a dapper 70-year-old man 

faced him before the bar of justice. “What is 

it this time, Mr. Yellow Kid?” 

“Why, Judge!” replied the old gentleman thus 
addressed, in a tone full of reproach. “I'm here as 
the complainant!” 

Joseph Weil, known in police and con man 
circles as The Yellow Kid, had indeed made his 
police court debut as a complaining witness after 
countless brushes with the law as a defendant. 

His landlady, Mrs. Lila Mackeone, manager of 
the Commodore Apartments, had. been brought 
before the court on charges of malicious mischief 
and disorderly conduct. 

Weil had accused her of breaking into his 
apartment and scattering his belongings. 

Beaming with pride, Weil, one of America’s 
most notorious confidence men, said: “This is the 
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happiest day of my life. I’ve always wanted to 
know how it felt to be a complainant. Now I can 
die in peace.” 

In recent years, the Yellow Kid has been 
playing the side of the street opposite the one 
that won him his world-wide notoriety. He has 
writtem a book in which he points out the old 
moral that crime doesn’t pay. 

“I'm trying to teach the suckers that they can’t 
beat the horses,”’ he explained to the court. 

The Yellow Kid was selling the gold-dredging 
rights in the Chicago River at the turn of the 
century. Since then he has kindly relieved an 
untold number of suckers, who wanted something 
for nothing, of a sum estimated at $5,000,000. 

Most of this was contributed by horse players 
whom the Yellow Kid found to be the most gulli- 
ble easy marks of all. 

Some say it was he who invented the Pay Off 
Swindle. If he didn’t discover it, at any rate he 
perfected it and worked it countless times on 
avaricious horse players. But such a consummate 
artist at his profession was the Yellow Kid that 
he had to have variety. 

@ne day in the early 1900s, he was drinking 
in Bathhouse John Coughlin’s Randolph Street 
bar in Chicago with a select circle of felons. 

At that moment, in walked a well-groomed 
man whom every grifter in the joint recognized 
immediately as Jim Busby, a millionaire showman 
noted for his gambling tendencies. 

Before anyone else could make a pitch to 
Busby, the Yellow Kid was at his side, discussing 
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Gullible August Thought He Had Been Given the Frankfurter 
Concession Until He Arrived at the Race Track and Started 
to Set Himself Up in Business. 
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the horse races. Busby obviously was fascinated 
by the young man’s line of guff. Soon the two 
left together and headed for the electrical shop of 
Moffatt and Co. 

“Arrived there, the Yellow Kid called the pro- 
prietor aside and introduced Busby as a gentle- 
man who was interested in buying the wire-tap- 
ping machine he had_ invented. 

Moffatt, with a great show of secrecy, led the 
two into the back room and uncovered a peeuliar 
looking contraption full of wires, bulbs, switches 
and other electrical gadgets. 

“It’s the last one I have left and you can have 
it for $12,800 so long as Mr. Weil here vouches 
for you. You'll have to hire an electrician to 
make the tap for you, of course, and a telegraph 
operator to take down the intercepted messages.”

So, with the teleg- 
rapher and electrician (neither of whom knew 
a watt from a short circuit), the plotters drove 
out to the appointed spot in a horse and buggy. 

Donning a pair of pole climbers, the phony 
electrician made a bluff at connecting two wires 
extending from the wire tapping machine to an 
insulator at the top of the pole. 

Of course, no messages were intercepted—but 
that didn’t prevent the pseudo telegrapher from 
copying down gibberish of his own invention. 

This satisfied Busby that the tap had been 
effected and he and the Yellow Kid hustled off 
to Chicago to get a bet down at their favorite 
poolroom. 

The operator was to stay behind with the tap- 
ping machine, intercept the winner of the fourth 
race and, before sending the results to the pool- 
rooms on the wire circuit, to flash the winner’s 
name in some innocuous sounding piece of in- 
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formation about the horses’ behavior at the post. 

When they arrived at the poolroom, the 
Yellow Kid was able to slip away from Busby 
long enough to give the operator on duty there 
a $50 bill and ask him to mention any horse in 
the racé as acting up at the post, before giving 
the results. 

The agreeable key-pounder made his instru- 
ment tick off a message, then announced: “Jerry 
Hunt is acting up at the barrier.” 

Busby went to the betting window immediately 
and put $10,000 on Jerry Hunt’s nose. 

Then the race got under way and the operator 
began making his real call. You could have 
knocked over the Yellow Kid with one whiff of 
perfume when Jerry Hunt won, paying 2 to 1. 

The Yellow Kid collected $12,000 as his share 
of the wire-tapping machine deal (the confederate 
who operated the store keeping $800). 

Then Weil ducked out for Hot Springs to re- 
cover from the shock of having outsmarted him. 
self, and given a sucker an even break. 

The showman didn’t catch up with the Yellow 
Kid again until years later. 

By this time he had heard all about Weil and 
knew he himself had been marked for slaughter, 
financially, by the king of the con men, but 
couldn’t understand why he hadn’t been taken 
over. Weil explained everything frankly. 

“When that damned nag the operator pulled 
out of the air won the race it upset all my plans,” 
he said. “I'm a fatalist and I decided you weren't 
meant to be sheared.” 

The showman, who was an admirer of out- 
standing talent in whatever field he encountered 
it, put the*Yellow Kid on the pass list to his 
theatres and remained his friend for life, immune 
from Weil's wiles, because the Kid’s peculiar code 
of ethics wouldn't permit him to go back after 
a victim for whom Lady Luck had interceded. 

After tiring of the wire-tapping machine, Weil 
had fake credentials for the American Turf As- 
sociation printed, including season passes, and, 
representing himself as a purchasing agent for 
the A. T. A., sought out the president of a big 
olive oil importing house. 

“My organization has found out that olive oil 
is the best agent for rubbing down thorough- 
breds,”’ he explained. “To begin with, I'll give you 
an order for five carloads and if it works out, 
we'll be able to take your entire supply after a 
while.” 


THE olive oil man, adopting his most unctious 

manner, asked Weil if there wasn’t something 

he could do in return for this order. 
“Tut, tut,” warned the Yellow Kid. 


“I won't 
hear a word of it! As a matter of fact, I feel 
so indebted to you for being able to fill this order 
that I think I owe you something. 


“Maybe I could put you onto a good thing at 
the track. You know (and here he prodded the 
oil man playfully in the ribs and winked) in this 
job I’m in a position to intercept many a good 
thing.” 

“Oh, could you give me a winner, really?” 
asked the oil man. 

“Furnishing oil is your business; furnishing 
winners is mine,” said the Kid. “Unfortunately, 
I don’t have any information at the moment but 
I’m going to the track this afternoon and if you 
care to leave things up to my judgment, I’m sure 
I can turn a good afternoon’s profit for you.” 

“Would you?” asked the oil man eagerly. “Is 
$5,000 enough?” 

The Kid agreed that, in order not to scare the 
books off at the outset, it would be best to limit 
the initial investment to $5,000, which he oblig- 
ingly accepted.

That feeling and desire for independence stayed 
with me even when I was broke, which happened 
now and then. 

One time I turned down an offer of $3.500 a 
week because it meant Working for somebody 
else. I was broke at the time, too. 

To return to the career of Swifty White, the 
Messenger Boy Dancer: 


Y partner, who acted as agent and hat-passer, 
Stayed with me a few months and then 
we dissolved by mutual agreement. Any way, we 
went our separate ways and I hope he did all right. 
_ I was a busy kid, with a regular schedule. 1 
didn't want to wear out my welcome in any one 
Spot, so I'd dash from one saloon to another, tap- 
ping out tunes on the way. 

One night in Mike’s on Pell Street, I fell be- 
hind schedule. 

When I arrived, all set to go into my dance, 
another kid had the floor. 

He didn’t look old enough or big enough to be 
a Singing waiter, but he was acting like one; he 
was dressed like one, too, even to the towel over 
his arm. 

His eyes looked as big as his face, which was 
pale and thin, and I don’t recall that his voice 
was anything spectacular, but the audience in 
Mike’s seemed to like it—and him. 

That night, maybe I didn’t appreciate the kid 

his name was Irving Berlin. I was in a hurry 
to get on with my dance and catch up with my 
schedule. 

If I had known then that this Irving Berlin 
was going to be one of the country’s greatest 
songwriters and marry Ellin Mackay, the dauch- 
ter of the man who ran my alma mater, the 
Postal Telegraph, I might have been more im- 
pressed. But I doubt it. 


FTER all, he was a competitor then. Years 

later, he was to be a collaborator, so to »;cak, 
writing some of his great hits for. my shows, the 
George White Scandals. But there was a lot for 
each of us to do in the meantime. 

About a year after I quit working: for the 
company of Berlin’s future father-in-law, I met 
Benny Ryan in the famous Steve Brodie saloon.

Hie was much taller than I was but that didn't 
make any difference.

It was worse, much worse financially, for quite 
a while. Our earnings through amateur nights 
in the burlesque theatres were discouragingly 
slim, but we were attracting more attention from 
more people, many of them sober. 


Finally, the Big Chance came. | 

The team of Ryan & White was offered a 
regular job in a show called “Gay Morning 
(Clories.” The matter of salaries came up and I 
was delegated to do the talking for the firm, 

“How much do the chorus girls get?” I asked. 

“Eighteen a week,” the manager said. I must 
have nodded or made some motion of agreement 
because all at once we were engaged. 


ENNY wasn't too happy at first, and neither 

was I. After all, we'd been making that much 
in a single night in the Bowery and Chinatown. 

But we argued ourselves out of the dumps 
on the money angle. We could make more, for 
the time being, in the Bowery, but that would 
be as far as we'd go. 

This way we were in the “legitimate,” and 
there was no end to what we could do or the 
money we would make eventually. 

We felt pepped up and I went back to the 
manager and demanded a raise. We got it, too. 
Instead of $18 a week we were to get $20! 

The team of Ryan & White did an “Off to 
Buffalo,” singing “Broadway, Here We Come!” 

We weren't fooling, either.

“Fhe Gremlin Club aecepts your 
promise never again to commit a 
crime, Your application is approved 
with the following stipulations: you 
must: attend every meeting without 
fail; you must never lie to the Padre; 
you must attend the church of your 
choice every Sunday; you must con- 
tinue in school and make good marks. 


Your punishment is three one-minate 
rounds with Jack.” 

Tommy agreed and took a beating 
from Jack, the club champion. Then 
everybody shook hands with him and 
his shortcomings were never again 
mentioned. Once a boy becomes a 
yremlin, his past is a closed chapter. 

Sentences for members who fall 
from grace are likely to ‘be tough. 
When two Gremlins were caught try- 
ing to sell a stolen bicycle, the Padre 
obtained their release and brought 
them before the club court. They 
were sentenced to crawl four times 
on Knees through a double row of 
members who flailed them with belts.

The Gremlins have a clubhouse on 
the church grounds where they stage 
boxing and wrestling bouts, play 
games and convene their court. 

The club has been so successful in 
its first year that the Reverend 
Swartsfager has launched “Kids’ 
World, Inc.,” a non-profit, non-denomi- 
national enterprise through which he 
hopes to raise $1,000,000. 

His plans include a $500,000 hostel 
with a larg® industrial workshop, 
moving picture theatre, gymnasium, 
game room, infirmary and a 24-hour 
nursery where young mothers can 
leave their children. He also wants 
two special schools to which “incor- 
rigibles’” from all over the nation 
would be accepted. 

“After all,” says the Padre, “it 
really isn’t the kids who are delin- 
quent, it’s. the parents.

A story ‘bout a brave engineer; 


Casey Jones was the _ rounder’s 
name, 
On a six-eight wheeler, boys, he 


won his fame.* 


HE plain, little wooden cross was 

gone. In its stead was a gleam- 

ing marble monolith. A bright 
bronze plaque was inscribed in bas- 
relief, with old engine 382 and a glow- 
ing tribute to Casey Jones, the 
six-foot-four smiling giant who stands 
for all that was glorious in turn-of- 
the-century American railroading. 

They were all there, those still 
alive who knew and loved Casey 
Jones: his widow, Mrs. Janie Brady 
Jones; his son, Charles; his grand- 
daughter, Barbara Jones; Sim Webb, 
the fireman who jumped to safety 
when Casey rode the glory road to 
death; the old-timers who grew up 
with steam and cinders in their very 
blood...they stood in the hot sun one 
,day last August and watched solemnly 
while the marble shaft was unveiled. 

Forty-seven years after Casey 
Jones died in the wreck of old 382, 
one hand on the whistle cord, the 
other on the brake control, a fitting 
memorial to his prowess stood for 
the world to see. 

Not that the world doesn’t know 
about Casey Jones...he has been im- 
mortalized in song and story...but 
there are many even today who re-

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gard him only as a legend. 

Those ‘at the ceremony, however, 
knew he was very real. The low, 
plaintive wail of a freight locomotive 
passing the cemetery unrolled the 
years for them, conjured up the 
vision of Casey highballing down the 
Illinois Central track, his distinctive 
whistle rising on the night air, so 
that farmers awoke and railroad 
men stopped their work and ob 
served: “There goes Casey Jones!” 

John Luther Jones was his right 
name. He came from Cayce, Tenn., 
and that’s how he got his first name. 
His first regular job was as fireman 
on the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, 
which made it convenient for him to 
live in Jackson. 

It was there he met 
Janie Brady. 

He changed over at higher pay to 
the Illinois Central. He named his 
first engine “Mrs. Jones.” Railroad- 
ers loved his ready grin, his cheerful 
word, his generous heart. Nobody, 
however, except Mrs. Jones, loved 
him like Wallace Saunders, his Negro 
wiper. 

After Casey’s life had been 
snuffed out it was Saunders who 
spread his fame throughout the rail.

Webb shoveled the coal and Casey 
poured on the steam. Casey’s familiar 


whistle rose on the night air...a 

giant whippoorwill cry that seemed 

to wail “Ca-sey Jones.” 

He pulled up within two miles of 
the place; 

Number Four stared him right tin 
the face; 

\turned to the. fireman, 

Boy, you better jump, 
there's two locomotives 
that’s a-goin’ to bump.” * 

Just above Vaughn, Miss., two 
freight trains stood on the siding at 
a long curve. Casey peered ahead, 
saw them, shouted to Webb: “There's 
a freight on the siding.” What he 
didn’t know was that four cars of 
the second freight jutted out on the 
main line. 

Almost on top of the obstruct 
ing cars, Casey realized that nothing 
could avert a crash. He yelled to 
Webb: “Jump, Sim, and save your- 
self!” Sim jumped, landed in some 
bushes unhurt. Casey applied the 
brakes, threw 382 tn reverse and rode 
the engine to his death in a holocaust 
of crashing wood. 

Up and down the LC. line Casey 
was mourned. Wallace Saunders was 
desolate. He went about his. work 
chanting a low, wistful tune. He 
began to put words to it, words about 
Casey Jones, the great engineer. 
It spread from town to town. . 

Then Seibert and Newton wrote 
their famous song and Casey Jones 
was immortalized. Nevertheless, over 
his Jackson grave for 47 years there 
stood nothing but a wooden cross. 

Mrs. Jones never married again. 

At the unveiling ceremony she sat, 
still sprightly despite her near - 70 
years, and wiped away the tears. “He 
was a good man,” she said. “He was 
the greatest engineer that ever lived.” 

Sim Webb, aged and feeble now, 
had a word to say too: 

“I’m proud I shoveled coal for 
him. An’ you know somep’n? I can 
still hear that whistle of his, mourn- 
ful-like, in my dreams. Nobody ever 
whistled like that, before or since.”

PART IL 
ETECTIVE HENRY CUMMINGS pressed the 
doorbell, saying, “Keep your hands on your 
guns, fellows, and stay away from the door. 
This is no picnic.” 

He wasn’t exaggerating. 

Detective Cummings and_his fellow officers of 
St. Paul, Minn., had reason to believe that John 
Dillinger, most dangerous criminal in the country, 
might be standing behind that door with a gun. 

Four weeks before, on March 3, 1934, Dillinger, 
Public Enemy No. 1, had staged a daring escape 
at Crown Point, Ind. Awaiting trial for murder, 
hemmed in by every conceivable safeguard, the 
notoriouS bank robber had used a  cell-made 
wooden: pistol to intimidate his guards and take 
possession of the Crown Point jail. 

With the utmost coolheadedness, he had 
seized two machine guns from under the nose 
of a soldier on duty in the warden’'s office, 
herded various surprised employes into cells, and 
then, laughing derisively, had rolled away in the 
woman sheriff's automobile. 

In his flight, Dillinger had violated a federal 
statue by transporting a stolen car across a state 
line. Thus the G-men joined the manhunt, which 
was destined not to reach its final curtain until 
19 weeks later when Anna Sage, the Woman in 
Red, entered to play the role of Nemesis. 

Having robbed a bank in Mason City, lowa, of 
$52,344 with the able assistance of John Hamilton, 
only one of the original Dillinger mobsters still 
at large, he had been reported hiding out in this 
apartment in a quiet section of St. Paul. 

The tip to the police on this Saturday morning 
of March 31 was that Dillinger had moved into 
the place with Evelyn Frechette, his French- 
Indian sweetheart, Hamilton, and possibly Homer 
Van Meter, a newly recruited. henchman. 

Detective Cummings and his companions 
ranged themselves on either side of the door. 

Suddenly it opened a few inches, and they saw 
a young woman. 

“It’s cops!” she cried, and slammed the door. 

First there came a volley of pistol shots which 
the officers answered. Then the door opened 
and Dillinger jumped out. 

Before his would-be captors could move, he got 
the drop on them with a sub-machine gun, and 
drove them before him dvuwn the stairway. At 
the same time, the young woman (Miss Frechette) 
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and Hamilton dashed to a back stairway. This 
led to a courtyard and a green sedan. 

Dillinger continued down the main stairway, 
driving the officers before him. As he gained the 
street, he leaped into the waiting sedan, and the 
trio flashed away in a flurry of bullets. 

That same day, one Eugene Green, a local 
hoodlum, visited the office of Dr. Clayton May in 
near-by Minneapolis, accompanied by a woman he 
described as his wife. Green, a former patient of 
Dr. May, said a man had been hurt in a still ex- 
plosion and needed attention. 

They proceeded to 34th St. and stopped near 
an alley. Green pointed to a car in the alley, 
saying, “He’s in that machine, Doc.” 

Dr. May went to the car and opened the door 
to find himself confronted with a sub-machine 
gun. The man behind the gun was, as the doctor 
later learned, John Dillinger. 

“Get in,” said Dillinger. 

Dr. May did so. 

“Take the wheel and do as you're told,” the 
outlaw continued, “I want you to drive me to 
your nurse’s home and treat me,for an injury.” 

They drove to the home of Mrs. Augusta Salt. 
Inside, Dillinger laid his gun on a table. 

“T have a bullet wound in my leg, just above 
the knee,” he said. “I want you to do a good job 
on it, or you won't leave here alive.” 

As he spoke, Evelyn Frechette came in carry- 
ing a long box which proved to contain another 
machine gun. 

“Keep quiet about this,” Dillinger went on 
while Dr. May washed the wound. “You will be 
followed when you leave here. You will be 
watched until I am ready to leave. That may not 
be for several days.” 

The physician completed his first aid work 
and left. Hle was followed to his office and home. 

Dillinger remained in vigilant seclusion at Mrs, 
Salt’s home for four days and three nights. Then, 
to the immense relief of Dr. May and his terrified 
nurse, the patient. abruptly departed. 

Immediately he did another amazing thing. 
Still accompanied by Evelyn, Dillinger visited his 
aged father’s farm home in Mooresville, Ind. 

News of this did not become public for Sev- 
eral weeks. By that time, Miss Frechette had 
been picked up in Chicago—she later got two 
years for harboring Dillinger—while Mr. P. E. 
No. 1, his chestnut hair dyed red, plunged into 
new plans for plunder with his organized band, 

One evening in mid-April, he and Homer Van 
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Meter dropped into police headquarters at War 
saw, Ind. for the, purpose of acquiring some 
bullet-proof vests. Finding no officer on duty 
there, and no keys, they stuck up a lone cop on 
patrol and marched him back to headquarters. - 

When the pair left this time, they were suit- 
ably attired in protective waistcoats. 


N the afternoon of Friday, April 20, three cars 

pulled up before a small secluded roadhouse 
called “Little Bohemia,” nine miles southeast ot 
Mercer, Wisc. Six men and three women got out 
and entered the inn. 

The men: Dillinger, Van Meter, Hamilton, 
Tommy Carroll, Pat Reilly and Lester Gillis, who 
was to become better known as Baby-Face Nelson 

The women: Helen Gillis, wife of Lester; Marie 
Conforti, Van Meter’s girl; and Jean Delaney, 
sweetheart of Tommy Carroll. — 

“I’m Dillinger,” the gang 
Wanetka, the proprietor. 

“We're going to stay here for a while.” 

All that Friday, Saturday and Sunday the 
party danced and drank and generally enjoyed 
themselves. Meanwhile, one of them always 
manned a machine gun on the roof, and another 
always stayed with Wanetka. 

But somehow a tip reached the Department 
of Justice office in Chicago, and by Sunday 
G-men were converging on “Little Bohemia.” 

As they were organizing a cordon around the 
place, three CCC workers, John Hoffman, Eugene 
Boisoneau and John Morris, came out and got 
into a car. 

Hoffman, at the wheel, turned on the car’s 
radie. Some dogs started barking. A federal man 
uttered a command to halt. 

He did not szy it loud enough. 

The car began to move, and shots were fired. 

Boisoneau, shot through the back, died almost 
instantly. Morris was seriously wounded. Hoff- 
man, unhit, jumped out and ran into the woods. 

Inside the roadhouse, Dillinger began issuing 
orders, and bullets began pouring out into the 
night. Then, while officers rushed toward the 
CCC car, the six gangsters noiselessly dropped 
out of a back window and, unmolested, vanished. 

One of them, Nelson, appropriated a deputy 
sheriff's car and when G-men tried to stop him 
he killed Agent W. Carter Baum. 

Dillinger, Hamilton and Van Meter made their 
way to a tavern owned by E. J. Mitchell, about 
a mile from “Little Bohemia.” But Mitchel] had 
only a small, slow-moving truck. 
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“Stick ‘Em Up, Johnny, We 
Have You Surrounded,” 
Said F.B.!.'s Melvin Purvis. 


“Where can we get a car?” Dillinger de 
manded, ‘“lalk fast!” 
Mitchell said that an employe, Robert Johnson, 
who lived down the road, owned a coupe. 
Dillinger ran there and wakened Johnson. 
“Mrs. Mitchell is sick!” he shouted. “She 
needs a doctor right away! Get your car out!” 
Within a few moments the coupe was speeding 
through the countryside with the three fugitives 
and Johnson. They released him at Park Falls, 
Wisc., about 50 miles from the scene of the raid. 
At dawn the government men blasted “Liftle 
Bohemia” with machine guns and hurled tear gas 
bombs through the shattered windows. 
But all they caught were the three women. 
Once again, Dillinger had the 
laugh. ‘i 
However, he wasn't fool enough 
to think that he could keep up 
such an extraordinary perform- 
ance. He therefore decided to 
utilize the science of plastic sur- 
gery to render himself less recog. 
nizable to the millions who by this 
time had seen his picture in news- 
papers and magazines. 


HIS decision may have been in- 

fluenced to a large extent by 
the United States Congress. 

On May 5, at the request of the 
Department of Justice, the House 
of Representatives authorized the 
payment of a $25,000 reward. 

And on May 18 the legislators passed the na- 
tional bank robbery act, which gave the federal 
government jurisdiction over bank robberies. 

Ten days after this second event, Dillinger 
underwent a series of operations in the home of 
Dr. James Probasco in Chicago. 

Dr. Wilhelm Loeser, who had _ previously 
served time on a narcotics charge, performed the 
operations, assisted by Dr. Harold B. Cassidy. 

When the work was done, a mole had been 
removed from Dillinger’s forehead between his 
eyes; a chin dimple had been effaced; two slices 
of skin had been removed from his cheeks: and 
his nose had been altered slightly. It cost $5,000. 

(As for the doctors—-Loeser was returned to 
Leavenworth to complete a three-year sentence; 
Cassidy got 11 months; and Probasco committed 
suicide by jumping out of a 19th-story window 
during questioning at the FBI office.) 

What Dillinger now planned to do, or hoped

lo do, no one can say, His gang had been shat- 
again. Hiamilton ‘had. received mortal 
wounds in a gun fight swith, deputy sheriffs a 
few days after the “Little Bohemia” raid. Tommy 
Carroll was slain June’ 7 in Waterloo, lowa., 

Dillinger’s inactivity, once his face and fingers 
healed” may have been due to the fact that he 
could no longer enlist dependable assistants. It 
is quite likely that experienced criminals reasoned 
that the heat on him-had become too intense for 
the health of anyone within its range. 

Thus it was that the final events of this 
Indiana lad’s biography came after a lull that 
lasted some 12 weeks. 

These events were as follows: 

On the afternoon of Saturday, July 21, Melvin 
Purvis, head of the Chicago office of the FBI, 
received a telephone call that gave him the big- 
gest jolt of his lifetime. This call was from Po- 
lice Captain O'Neill of East Chicago, where 
Dillinger had killed a patrolman during a bank 
holdup on the previous Jan, 15. 

“We have information here about Dillinger,” 
O’Neill said, “and it looks good.” 

Purvis and Inspector Sam Cowley met O'Neill 
and Sergt. Martin Zarkovich in a Loop hotel. 
Zarkovich had been the partner of the officer 
Dillinger killed. ; 

“The East Chicago men reported that a woman 
named Anna Sage had contacted them. 

This woman, who faced deportation to Rou- 
mania following convictions as a disorderly house 
operator, had informed them that Dillinger had 
been visiting her home periodically with a woman 
named Polly Hamilton. 

“She wants a piece of the reward,” O'Neill 
said, “but much more than that, she wants the 
authorities to drop the deportation rap.” 

Purvis nodded. “No doubt. What else?” 

“She told us that the three of them have been 
visiting neighborhood movie houses.” ‘ 

“When can we see her?” 

“Tonight.” 


ERGEANT ZARKOVICH and Purvis met the 

woman on a dark street on the North Side, 
with O'Neill and Cowley following in another car. 
She walked past the front car, then at a signa! 
got into it. 

They, drove along, saying nothing, and finally 
stopped near the lake. Immediately they got 
down to business. 

Purvis assured her that she would receive a 
substantial reward. As for-the deportation mat- 
ter, he told her that he would recommend that 
she be allowed to remain in the United States. 

“What movie theatres do you usually attend?” 
he inquired. : 

“Well, the last time we went it was to the 
Marbro on the West Side.” 

That same night, federal agents surveyed the 
Marbro, made notes of the entrances, exits and 
fire escapes. In the morning, at a conference, 
maps were drawn and studied, places assigned 

At 5 p. m., Purvis’ phone rang, It was Anna 
Sage. . 
“He's here!” she whispered. “He just came. 
We are leaving in about five minutes. Later we’ll 
go either to the Marbro or the Biograph on 
Lincoln Ave.” 

Two men were sent at once to the Biograph, 
which had not been surveyed, and two more to 
the Marbro. They were to call the office every 
five minutes to determine if Dillinger had been 
spotted at either theatre. | 

Five men were selected as the first group to 
close in on Dillinger. Others were to be stationed 
in pairs so as to form an extended gantlet through 
which he would have to run. 

Six o'clock. ,.Seven...Eight... 

At 8:30 the word came: 

“Biograph. He's wearing dark 
giasses, a straw hat, gray trousers, 
white shirt, no coat.” 

Dillinger sat between the two 
women. Anna Sage wore a bright 
red dress of heavy satin which 
could be seen from the rear of the 
house. 

Running time of the picture, 
“Manhattan Melodrama,” one hour 
and 34 minutes. Entire show, two 
hours and four minutes. 

The G-men, along with several 
officers from East Chicago, were 
on hand and at their stations in 
25 minutes. 

Purvis stood in the rear of the theatre. He was 
to light a cigar in the lobby at a signal from Anna 
Sage. Both signals would mean: 

“He is leaving.” 

Across the street, another agent, stationed in a 
vestibule, would also light a cigar. That would 
mean: “He is coming out.” 

At 10:38, the Woman in Red raised a hand to 
her hair. Purvis walked into the lobby and 
lighted his cigar. cee | 

Outside, they closed in. yt ae 

“Stick ‘em up, Johnny, we have ‘you sur- 
rounded,” said Purvis. ~ 

But Johnny didn’t choose to stick ‘em.up, He 
reached for his .38 automatic—and died mstantly. 

Three months later, in Los Angeles, Anna 
Sage received $5,000. ny 

Whether she regretted what she shad ‘done 
could be a matter of speculation. Because in 
April, 1936, she was deported to Roumania, and 
she died there of a liver ailment on April 25, 1947,
